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Thefe Preachers and Mendicants— for forae time 
rambled uncontrouled, taking upon them to Con/efi 
and Preach wherever they came, without the Confent 
of the Bijbop, utterly defpifing all Canons and Eccle- 
fiaftical Rules : And profeffing voluntary Poverty, 
I and Contempt of Riches, wandering like Strollers from 
Place to Place, under a Pretence of Piety 9 they choufed 
the filly People of their Money.

SEVERAL excellent Treatifes have been 
already publifhed againft that Enthujiajlic 
and Fanatical Spirit now working in a 
Set of pretended Reformers among us, called 
Methodtfts : Which, though they have not 
been able to fupprefs it, have effedually 
fhewn its evil Nature and Tendency, and (as 
the Methodtfts themfelves confefs) given fome 
Check to its Progrefs. Nor need I any Apo- 
logy, if I own a fort of Impulfe and Impref- 
fion upon me, and think myfelf obliged to 
to throw in my Mite towards (Jifcovering the 
Delufton of this dangerous and prefumptuous Seel. 
It is my principal Defign, as a Caution to 
all Proteftants, to draw a Comparifon between 
the wild and pernicious Enthujiafms of fome 
of the moft eminent Saints in the Popijh 
Communion, and thofe of the Methodtfts in our 
own Country. Bifhop Stillingfleet hath clearly 
proved^ and fufEciently expofed, the Fanati- 
cifm of the Romijh Church, in his incomparable 
Difcourfe concerning their Idolatry ; hath fhewn 
to what extravagant Heights it has been car- 
ried, how peculiarly encouraged by tb* Popes i 
hath been the Foundation of their feveral Reli- 
gious Orders and Societies, and the Engine for In* 
troducing their falfe, fuperftitious, and idokr- 

trau*

*4u$ Ptm&ius. Merc of this Nature will ap- 
pear in the following Treatijfe ; together with 
plain and full Evidence, that our modem Iti*c~ 
rant Enthufiafts are treading in their Steps, 
and copying their Example ; their whole Con- 
duct being but a Counter-part of the mojl wild 
Fanatidfms of the tnoft abominable Communion 9 
in its moft corrupt Ages. 

But as the Spirit of Enthuftafm is always tht 
fame, operating in much the fame Manner la 
all Setls and ProfeJJions of Religion, and difco- 
vering itfelf in fmilar Peculiarities of Notiona 
and Behaviour; I ftall take the Liberty to pro- 
duce firft of all a remarkable Inftance of thifc 
in the Seel of the Montanifts \ which arofe to- 
wards the latter End of the fecond Century, be- 
fore Popery had a Being, or Chriftianity an 
EJlabliJhment. The Hi/lory of Montanifm wad 
written by the late learned Dr. Lee, of St. 
John's College, Oxford $ compiled with great 
Diligence and Exaftnefs ; and publifhed with 
Dr» Mcis's Enthuftafm Exorcifed, In the Year 
1709: And herein a large Account is given, 
from all the Records of Antiquity, of the Rife, 
Progrefs, Difperfion, Pretenfions, and Tenets 
of that over-bearing Seel. And I am much 
jniftaken, if our Methodifts (though not yet 
arrived to the fame Height of Madnefs) may 
not here ft for their Pidures, and be traced in 
all their Lineaments. 

It is indeed a Misfortune that the Writings 
of the Montanifts are loft, and never came down 
Xq our Hands » what Accounts and Extracts

we have of them being coDefied from the bell 
Hpeeians of the* ThM. But it may be 
reckoned a happy Ciraanftance, that we have 
the ta&fkjbimng Palls of the Lives, CbaraSers^ 
Sentiments and AStiom ef the Metbodijh front 
tbemftbw, and that too by a San&ton from 
Heave*. They have, if they may he credited, 
been fo £r^W /« Spirit, received filch Divine 
Dire&kns to preach and print, and God has 
given them fisch Favour in the Eyes of the Pritt* 
ter 9 ""that the Prefs has crammed die Pub- 
lic with their Jenruals 3 Letters, and other 
Work*—— even to a fin/to. Without thefe 
Confeffians from their own Mouths we might 
have wanted Evidence for a great Part of our 
Charge, and been Strangers to many of their 
fan&ified Singularities km Fooleries, and high

And yet, for want of Leifiue, Opportunity 
or Inclination, there are feveral of their Works 
which I have never feen» Their Journals are 
what I have chiefly consulted and referred to ;

Relieve, called in Queftion. Thefe Citations 
have only, in the Margin, the Word Letters. 

It is certainly Matter of juft Concern, when 
Men of a good Underftanding, acquired 
Learning, and Knowledge of Scripture, em^ 
barrafs themfelves and others in fuch chimeri- 
cal, but pernicious Projefts. One at leaft of 
the Metbodi/l-Preacbers muft be allowed to 
have thefe Qualifications for doing real Service 
to Religion : And, did not Experience convince 
us how ftrangely Men are loft to all Reafon, 
as to fome Particulars, wherewith the Head 
is touched, who yet can difcourfe, and write, 
andacl rationally enough in other Refpe&s ; — 
one would wonder fuch a Perfon fhould quite 
hfe himfelf, when carried away into the extra- 
vagant Freaks of Methodifm* 

That fuch Freaks they are, will eaiily ap- 
pear. And if in proving it I am fometimes 
guilty of a Levity of Exprejfion, it is to be hoped 
fome Allowance will be made inConfideration 
of the Nature of the SubjecJ ; it being no eafy 
Matter to keep one's Countenance, and be 
fteadily ferious, where others are ridiculous. Ai 
true Religion however is the moft ferious Thing 
in the World, I cannot but fincerely lament the 
Progrefsof Infidelity and Immorality ampngus;

I would not be underftood to accufe the Metho- 
difts dire&ly of Popery ; though I am perfuaded 
they are doing the Papifts Work for them, and agree 
with them in fome of their Principles ; — defigning 
only to mew how uniformly both aft upon the fame 
Plan, (as far as Enthufiafm can be faid to carry on 
any Plan :) — their Heads filTd with much the fame 
grand Projects, driven on in the fame wild Manner ;

*. abroad for God too :— Though too weak in Body, — 
I felt at times fuch a ftrong Attraction in my Soul 
towards Georgia, that I thought it almoft irrefifl- 
ible. T he Thoughts of it crowded continu- 

ally in upon m^.— Upon reading this (Letters from 
Farther abroad for more Labourers) my Heart leaped within

Something however of this kind we have from their 
own Relation, 
x Deal. Mr. Whiufiddfafi of the Methodifts i* general at 
**&• u Oxford* that 'they kept their Bodies under, even 
to sor Extreme? — And of himfelf, " Though I ftme- 
times fell into Senftmltty ; — - 1 left off eating Froit, 
and the like; —I Med twfoe a Week*— In Lent 
eat nothing (except on Smday) but Sage Tea, without 
Sugar, aadcoarfe Bread> — eattheworft Sort of 
Food ;— oonftantly walked out in the Mornings, till 
Part of one of my Hands was quite black. This, 
with continued Abitinence and inward Conflicts, fo 
emaciated my Body, that I could fcarce creep up 
fcg,* a. Stairs, and was obliged to have a Myfician" 

Under fuch an high Principle of Mortification* 
Balltr. " St. Bridget refolved to eat nothing but Bread and • 
vol. 1. Water, and (becaufo that was not bitter enough) 
p * " 7 * wouldneede hold G&tia* Root commonly in her' 
Brey. Month. -— Sfc, Afamtara chofe Wormwood for h» 
Rom. D£et*»-~A Frmuifam would always dtp his Bread in 

Confer. * «w 
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Wermsmd+vater. — St. Frauds of Rom would eat R;t»den. 
ft/ftr Herts without OU." *• «»• 

St. IgMJOiuswts always exercifing fcch kind of 
AnfierMes, and always dangeroufly ill by them. 
He, and many others, brought therafelve* to 
Death's Door ; and were compelled to have Re- 
conrfe to Pbyficiant and Surgeons. 

Mr. Wefley oftestatioufly boafts, « of bearing 
Heat and Cold on the naked Head, Ram and Wind, 
Froft and Snow, as fome of th6rjhal/ejl Inconve- Uft Ap. 
niendes.' — And another time he tells at, " Our 9 * "* 
Bed being wet, I laid me down on the Floor, and 
flept found till Morning. And I believe I fliall not f -^^ 
find it needful to go to Bed, as 'tis called, any Jan. 30. 
more.'* But his old Friends out ftrip him. St. Ig- X 73S* 
natius ufed no other Bed than a Board, or die bare 
Ground; St. Dominie the fame; and fifty others of 
the chofin Antichriflian Saints* 

" St. Francis happening once to ufe a Pillow, on 
account of Illnefs, the Devil got into his Pillow, 
and made him uneafy all Night. But, upon his 
ordering the Pillow, with the Devil 'kit, to be car- Confer* 
ried away, he prefently rnovered" &!• 53* 

Whether Mr. WefUy has not went to Bed fince ' 
that time, others may know as well as himfelf. But 
'tis eafy to forefee, that in fome future Calendar, 
or Legend of the Saints, with what Probability it 
may be inferted, « Jan. 30, 1735. From this 
Day Mr. % Wefley never went to Bed any more * 
but always lay on the bare Ground, in Imitation 
qf the Saints, Ignatius, Francis, &c»' 

And, however ridiculous or improbable this may 
be thought, I am fully perfuaded that many, \£ 
not moft, of the Stories, with which the Pope's Re- 
ligious Romances are Huffed, have been raifed upon a 
Vol. I. D Jlighter 
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/lighter Foundation, Other Inftances of this Nature 
will come afterwards. 

But, however -that may happen, the Apoftle, I 
am fure, condemns, as ufele/s andfuperfiitious, that 
AQufitL 0*(jl«lIoc 9 the not /faring of the. Body. And 
it has frequently proved nothing lefs than Selfmur* 
tber. But 'tis requisite this voluntary falfe Shew of 
Humility fhould be fometimes kept up, that common 
Chriftians may be thought to walk according to the 
FJe/h ; and the New Reformers alone be prefumed 
as Followers of an ahfiemious andfpiritual Life. 

J. 15. To thefe fufferings may be added — the 
Struggles and Pangs of the New Birth, almoft 
equal to the Torments 0/^//,— Derelictions, Terrors, 
Defpairings, Combats with Satan, &c. Of which 
more in the Sequel. 

A Word or two at prefent of their Willingnefs, 

and ardent Defire to endure Pain and Torment, even 

Hell ititlf, for the Love of God, and Advancement of 

his Glory. 

Among fome Enthufiafiical Ranters, Papiftual 

Mjftics, and others, fuch an exceffive and dtjtnterefied 
Love of God has been infilled on, as mould oblige 
us to love him, though we were fure of being 
damned*, and even to keep up that Love during the 
whole eternal State of Damnation, 

As I have been no great Dealer in fuch Authors, 
I mall let the Jefuit Nieremberg fpeak for all ; who 
makes this a necefiary OmfeJJion of a true Penitent : 
De Ado- " * would willingly for the lighteft and mod venial 
rat.lib.i. Sin fnffer the Torments of Hell, — and even for 
•■*• ** another* Sin. — I defire to go tQ Hell, and be at the 
Feet of Lucifer, Judas, &c. But am fo great a Sin- 
ner, as to be unworthy even of a Place there. — 

There 
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There Is no perfect love, or Repentance, unlefi for Mb- J* 
the leaft Sin you are willing to bear the Tortures of ***' *' 
Hell." 

Mr. We/ley plainly adopts this Doctrine for his 
own, when he fays, " I was furprized to find one * J**"*- 
of the moft controverted Queftions in Divinity, dif 
interefted Love, decided by a poor old Man, without 
Education, or Learning, or any Inftru&or, but the 
Spirit of God. I afked him what he thought of Ps- 
radi/e ? — He faid, To be fure, it is a fine Place. 
But I do not mind that. I do not care what Place 
I am in. Let God put me where he will, or do 
with me what he will, fo I may fet forth his Ho- 
nour and Glory." 

One might here obferve, how eafy a thing it is 
for Perfons, who deem themfelves Favourites of 
Heaven, in the Heat of Imagination to talk at this 
Rate. But does the Dodrine of Affurances convince 
them that they could dwell in Everlafting Burnings, 
without Complaining, or any Abatement of the 
Love of God? And befides, how idle is it to be 
putting an impojjihle Cafe; and to fuppofeit confident 
with the Gtory of God, his effential Goodnefs, and 
Goodnefs to Mankind, that any true Penitent and true 
Lover of God fhould finally be condemned to Hell- 
torments P 

Mr. Wejley, in that exorbitant Strain, 

Doom, if thou can'ft, to endlefs Pains, 4 Jourm 

And drive me from thy Face, "> fine * 

feems daringly and prefumptuoufly to bid Defiance 
to the Power or Juftice of God. But in his Anfwer 
to M% Church he explains hixnfelf thus ; — " If 

D z thou 
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p * 37* thou can*ft deny thyfelf, if thou carfft forget to be 
gracious, if thou can'fl ceafe to be Truth and Low" 
All thefe amiable Attributes, it feems, muft be for* 
feited, if Heaven could doom to Pumfhment fuch a 
precious Soul. Bat this Explanation of his looks 
like Eva/tott, and could fcaree be his original Mean* 
ing : But God's Power, or. Jufike mull be intended j 
becaufe he fpeaks of God's Love, in the very next 
Lines, by way of Difiinclion,. or as the offofite Al- 
ternative : 

But, if thy fbonger Love con fir aim t 
Let me he fav V by Grace* 

J. 1 6, We find other Expreflions and Notions, 

* which imply either a Stoical Infenfibility under Pain 

and Torture, or elfe a Defire of them ; not the lead 

Defire of having them removed or affuaged, though 

felt in the higheft Degree. As that of Mr. Wejley, 

4 Jpurn. produced fox. " an Inftance of that ftrange Truth, 

p ' 5 * that the Servants of God fuffer nothing. — I dined 

with one, who told me, in all Simplicity, * Sir, I 

thought laft Week there could be no fuch Reft as yon 

de/cribe, none in the World, wherein we fhould be 

fo fne as not to defire Eafe in Pain, But God has 

taught me better. For on Friday and Saturday, when 

I was in the firongefi Pain, I never once had one 

Moment's Defire of Eafe? 

Mr. Wefief* having difcourfed of this, and de- 
scribed it to die Perfon concerned, fuficiently fhews 
it to have been his Docirine. Let us fee if it cannot 
be parallelled from the Papacy. 

" St. Francis vifited with the moft grievous Suf- 
ferings would by no means allow them to be called 
Paint , and, throwing himfelf on the Ground with 

a Violence 
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t Violence chat almoft broke his Bones, begs of *""" 
God to add to his Soflferings an hundred fold ; — — up x l 
defines a Continuance and Renewal of Torment, — 
and even to Deffair and Delericlion ;" — At another ^«^«n« 
time, however, he is in a quite different Mood ; 4 ,* *°* 
and his Zeal tempered with Prudence, when a real 
and very fenfible Torture was before his Eyes : For, 
" being obliged to undergo a Cauterizing for a 
Difeafe in his Eyes, he was fo frighted with the 
Sight of the red-hot Iron, that he commanded the 
iron, in the name of Chrifi, fo to temper its Heat, 
that he might fweetly feci the Burning. And, when 
the biffing Iron was plung'd into, his tender Flefh, he 
cried out exuhingly, < Blefled be God-, for, to fay trer. 
the Truth, the burning Fire gave me no Moleftation, j^dfe 
nor did any Pain of the Flefh affed me." oa. to! 

-*• St. Ignatius felt and experienced the Throes of Hanoi. 
Regeneration to be as bad as Hell ; and yet is all Vit - *(• 
on Fire to promote God's Glory, though at the Lofs *i*°-' 50 , 
of all the Earth, and even Heaven" 

" St. fere/a was under great Aridities for twenty- ttUden. 
two Years ; yet never in all that time did it come P ' 799- 
into her Thoughts to defire more Comfort, and ihe 
aiked of the Lord, that {he might never be without 
Pain. She even bore the Pangs of the new Birth 
for another, a new Convert ; * who having at her 
Perfuafion left certain abominable Sins, but fuch 
Temptations (till remaining, that he knew himfelf 
to be in Heili — She befbaght the Lord to aiTuage 
the Pains of that poor Soul, and that the Dennis, 
who were the Caufes of it, might come and tor- 
ment her. — And (he foiFered for the Space of a ibid. 
Month the meft furious and f range Pains. — And we 
have a Pope's Lull to aflure us, that Catharine vf 
Sienna was often fo carried beyond herf elf % that,, when ^ 
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( 3® J 

Bullar. prfck'd, or beaten, fhe had not the leaft Feeling of 

▼oh i. p.,* w 

M. Magdalen ofPazsd (a Canonized Saint) carries 
this Point fo far, that " fhe defires and entreats her 
Saviour to grant her fuch a Suffering as is pure Gall 9 
the Bottom of the Cup, mixed with Wormwood, 
Myrrh,, and Vinegar, which he drank on the Croft, 
without the leaft Confolation either from Heaven or 
Earth. — And fhe repeated often, ' I am not for- 
ward and in hafte to go toParadife ; for that is not 
S her a ^ ace °^ Sufering 9 bot Delight. This, in my 
Life, Opinion, is what is wanting in the State of the 
c- 56,67; BUfedr 

With refpeft to all this patient Enduring, or rather 
. Lave of Hardfhipe, Dangers, Pain, &c. — it hath 
been remarked by learned Authors, that tome Pep- 
ions from conftitutional Temper and Complexion 
have even been fond of bearing the worft that could 
befall them v could not be eafy and contented 
without them: — That others from a fturay Humour 
and pertinacious? Resolution, egg'd on by the Force 
of Education, Emulation, a Point of Honour, or 
obftinate Pride, have brought tbemfelves to make 
light of the moil exquifite Sufferings and Tortures; 
fcarce feeming to feel them, and even laughing at 
them : — Thtft, when Euthujiafm comes in, in aid 
of this natural or acquired Sturdinefk, and Men 
fancy they are upon -Gad's Work, and entitled to his 
Rewards ; they axe immediately all on Fire for 
rufliing. into Sufferings and Pain; and Sorrow is 
turned into Joy before them. The folid and juffc 
Comforts r which a true Martyr receives from, 
above, are groundleily applied to the. counterfeit. 

And, at heft, whatever Degree of Merit ou» 
Metkodijis may claim on this {core, all is but an. 

humble 
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humble Imitation of the moft fanatical Deceivers in 
die moft corrupt Cmmnnhn in die Cbriftum World. 

It may moreover be obferved, that both antient 
and modern Entbnfiafs always take care to fecure 
feme Advantage by their Sufferings, and thereby 
prove their Love of God not fo very dijmtere/ed. 
For they brag of receiving larger Favours, and 
freer Gommnnkations nuitb God, under their Preffiues, 
or have fuller Manifefiations of his Goodnefi imme- 
diately after. And especially their chief Security 
lies in a pretended Arrival at* or Approach to, a 
State of PerfecJion, and to an Affnronce of Salvation* 
And who then fhall be afraid r A Man need not 
much fcrapk throwing oat fome Expreffions of a 
Readineft to undergo Pains equal to Hell, or Hell 
itfelf, who is affnred, knvws, and feels that he is 
going into Perfe8ion % and may depend upon Sal- 
motion. 

§. 17. But previous to this elevated State (that 
we may not wander too far from the Saint* t Pro- 
ifefs) comes their Cenverfiow, which, as another 
Inftance of fanatical Peculiarities, they repreient as 
ftdden and inflantaneous, and prepare their Followers 
to exped it. 

And tho' I do by no Means deny that the Holy 
Spirit may, or fometimes doth, by fome extraor- 
dinary Ad of Grace, throw fuch a Light and In- 
fluence on the Mind of Man, as Suddenly to arreft 
him, as it were, in the midft of a wicked and un- 
believing Courfe $ yet iurery this is not be expeded 
of courfe 1 the ordinary Method of IJcaven being 
that of drawing us by gradual Means, good Edu- 
cation and Inftrndkra ; Improvements by learning, 
, reading, and ftudying thttio/y Scriptures 1 which / 
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direlt, in an honeft and good. Heart, to * grow in 
Grace, and buildup our/elves in our holy Faith? and 
not prefume that we (hail Hart up perfe£ Men at 

once. 

Thus, " Faith, and being bom of God, are faid 
to be an inftantaneous Work, at once, and in a Mo~ 
ment, as Lightning. Juftif cation, the fame as Re* 
generation, and having a living Faith,— *this always 
in a Moment, — My being born of God was an inftan-* 
taneous Aft, enabling me from that Moment to be arm? 
/£«» Conqueror over thofe Corruptions, which be- 
fore I was always a Slave to. — Very many Perfons 
changed in a MomcBt,-~-afaaysfuddenly, as far as I 
have known." 

" By the Words, being Jawed by Faith, we mean, 
that in the Moment a Man receives that Faith, he 
is faved from Doubt, Fear, Sorrow, from all his 
Sins, vicious Defires, fcfr." 
• And how ftands the Cafe of Pofijh Enthufiafs as 
t6 this Article ? M After St. Terefa had long tried 
to be holy to no purpofe, the Lord of Hearts did it 
all in a Moment 5 and fhe was from that time effec- 
tually chang'd.— 

St. Ignatius, by a fudden Light receives Faith, 
and the complete Perfection of Divine Sanity : — fo 
that he rife* up a new Man, — a perfecJ *Man in 
Chrift.~ The fame Saint, by a Vifitfrom the Virgin 
Mary and Jefus Chrift, has all Images of Obfcenity 
wiped from his Heart, and from that Infant finds 
no more any Senfe of Luft. — Another of their 
Converts is inftantly dehver'd from Concupifcence 
by putting on St. Anthony** Garment.— *St. Conrade, 
a Dominican, after having cruelly difciplhVd himfelf 
toextinguifh his irregular Emotions, by the Virgin- 
Marys coming, and anointing his. Reins, never 
1 more 
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more Celt theTZtr* in the FU/b. *- Thorn. Aquinas **Hnfk. 
had a Vifian of Angels binding hk Loins, and thence- Not * Ia 



forward had not the leaft Feeling of Concu- 
piscence. — And I cbaM produce feven or eight of Brer, 
his Holimfss Smats, who were cured of the fame JgT*. 
Defive by Fifions of Angels appearing, and caftrating 
them with proper Inftruments." 

It muft indeed be coafefi'd, that moft of die 
above-mention'd mftantaneom Converfans were from 
carnal Cmcnpifcence. But, unfortunately, no fuch 
violent Meafures have been taken with fbme of our 
eminent Metbo&fts, and their Behaviour has been 
fuch, as to hinder the Comparifin from tallying in 
this Particular. 

§. 18. After thefe fudden Converfions ufually they 
receive their Afjurances of Salvation ; — and theft 

(as alfo the Proofs of their Converfion) are certainly 

known, beard, fun or felt ; they can afcertain the 

particular Time and Place of their receiving them ; 

as Jo many Seals of the Spirit. 

" All this while I was afford God hid forgiven Whitf. 
me.— It is a dreadful Miftake to deny the Do&rine 5 J**"* 
cf Afurances: — All ought to labour after it — I p ' * 7 ' 
know Numbers, whole Salvation is written upon 
their Hearts, as it were with a Sun-beam. — Prayer n,. p , & f 
for Afftarance of eternal Salvation. — Oh ! (fays *9* 
another) I cannot be freed from Doubting, till I Suppl. to 
have more Infallible Afurances ; — till I bear Chrift whitf * 
fpeaking to me, fo that I may be fenfibk in that t^the^B. 
very Hour that it is be that fpeaketh." of L.p.i. 

Then for Mr. Wefley: " I felt Faith in Cbrifi, and * J 00 ™- 
an Affurance was given me, that he had taken away p * 3 °' 
my Sins, even mine. — The ufoal Method of the 
Spirit is to give at one'and the fame Time the Forgtvo- 

nefs 
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no Danger. J oft as if one among oorfefares fhould 
allow himfelf to Jhvear, or drink, as be is a Gent to- 
man ; but not as be is a Clergyman. 

In the Dtfpute whether or no Corruptions are taken 
away. Experiences are produc'd on both Sides of the 
Quefldon ; we have Experiences again/ Experiences ; 
thole of the Moravians againft thofe of the Wef- 
leyans: Which tallies exa&y with the Revelation 
and Miracles alledg'd by both Parties among the 
Papefis, in their grand Controversy between die 
Dominicans and Ftancsfcans, concerning the tsntnacn* 
late Conception of the Virgin Mary* 

Again ; the Moravians hare no Regard to out- 
ward fVorks 9 Prayer, Sacrament, bfc. but yet are 
zealous for fome Remainders of Corruption necef- 
farily flicking to us. The Wejhyam contend ftrongly 
for outward fForks ; but at tile fame time are-eagerly 
maintaining the Poffibility of an unfiming PtrfecJion. 
A rare Choke ! take which you pleafe. 

Mr. Weflefs Text of Scripture brought m Proof 
of fuch a perfefi State (Cannot die Servant be as 
bis Mafier f) is evidendy ms/app/ied: For it relates 
only to outward Sufferings, which our / ord** Difci- 
pies were to undergo as well as lnmjelf% but has no 
Relation to freedom from inward Corruption, to a 
Jmlefs PerfeeJiou, which belongs to CbriJI ahne. 
But on this Head I refer the Reader to Mr. QburcFt 
Remarks on Wejlty% Journal, P. 30 Aid 60 ; espe- 
cially to Farther Remarks, P. 1 14. — 

But not to forget our Parallel: Tisfaid, in the 
Popijb liturgies, of St. Francis (and indeed of feve- 
Bret.Fr. ra * others) " This Man tranfgrdfed not one Jot or 
Jul. xi. Tittle of the Gtfel} that Adam did not fin in htm; 
St^ he being (operfia. And this Purity of his is given 
107. ' as a Rtajen why be famethnes appears in public 
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fimk-naked, without befog a/bamed\ for, had he 
been polluted, he muft have had Come Senfe of Confowiir 
Shame.

Sin ; — - • and then he is above Ordinances in Church 
and State."

Almoft all the Saints and Founders of their So- 
cieties and Orders gained the Summit of Evangelical 
Perfection, as a Foundation for Merit and Adoration. 
Nor do I fee but that their modern Imitators may, 
one Day or other, be advanced to thefe infolent 
Claims. 

$. 20. And where will thefe bold Enthufiafis 
flop ? For we find them next foaring above the 
Earth, taking a flight to Heaven, and dealing 
thence the f acred Light and Fire, in order to com- 
pafs effectually their own, and others Delufion, 
Nothing lefs than Infpirations; Revelations, lllumi- 
motions, and all the extraordinary and immediate Ac- 
tions of all the Perfons in the Sacred Trinity, will 
ferve their Turn. So that now every Flajb of Zeal 
and Devotion ; every wild Pretenfion, Scheme, Tenet, 
and over-bearing Difiate ; Impulfes, Imprejfions, 
Feelings, impetuous Tranjports, and Raptures ; intoxi- 
cating Vapours and Fumes of Imagination ; Phantoms 
of a crazy Brain, and uncouth EjfeQs of a diftempafd 
Mind, or Body ; their Jleeping or waking Dreams ; 
their Adions and Pqffions, &c. — • all are afcribed, 
With an amazing Preemption, to the extraordinary

Ribadeneira, in the Lives of the Saints, relates the P. 51 3.

what might be the Caufe. But in his Life of St. 
Anthony he tells us, that, " the Devil threatning to 
fall upon this -Saint with great Fury, at his Voice 
all the Room was Jhaken, the Walls opened, and 
many Devils rumed in."

Noble Senator at Venice heard a ftrVt, — directing gjf '/* 
him to entertain the Saint boftitablj at his Houfe." n*sfr33» • 

In what Manner the Entertainers are convinced, and 
whether they *r* convinced, of this Divine Command, 
I cannot fay. But I perceive it is convenient for 
the Itinerants to give it out that it is God's Pleafure 
and Command. Otherwife they would not order 
What they, want at a PubUck- Houfe, and then tell (he 
Landlord, that he will be damned, if be takes any 
thing of them. This (hall be prov'd, if required. 

As I have mentioned internal Voices, perhaps the 
feveral Impulfes and Impreffion of the Metbodifts may. % 
be of this Nature. But that Inftance of an old- 
hardened Sinner (given by Mr. Wefley) feems rather * 

of -the external Kind. " The Saviour of Sinners has

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faved me. He told'itie fo on Sunday Morning. AncP 
he faid, I (hould not die, till I had heard bis Children* 
preach his Go/pel" — And that of " the Moravian, 
who, definng God to (hew him whether he fhouiuV 
leave his Wife and Children, immediately hears a 
loud Voice, faying, Fort, Fort, Fort, Goon, goon"' 

We can mate b thefe Inftances too from Popiflt 
Fanatics. " Brother Buftamantius wa$ admonifhed* 
by a vehement Impulfe, and interior Voice, to go to> 
Guipufcua. This fwV* *f God was fo efficacious 
and vehement in his Ears, that inftantly he left his 
Houfe and Bufinefe. — Gonxaga hears a clear and 
manifeft Voice from God, directing him into the So- 
defy of the Jefniu. — A Boy, about twelve Years 
old, hears conftant imvard Voices, calling him to 
Perfection, and the Society. — God, fpeaking internally 
to the- Heart of St. Alexius, told him that he mould 
not touch his Spoufe, but leave her.-— And he left his 
Wife the very firft Day of Marriage, by the peculiar 
Warning of God. J ' 

One may here be allowed to aflc what Sort of 
Voice that was, which directed the- Met boat/- Proacbex 
at Salijbury to debauch one, at leaft, of his Congre- 
gation, to run away with her, and leave his own 
Wife ? And, in general, with refpedl to Extraor- 
dinary Influences of the Spirit, and Pretences to 
Infpiration, whether Mr. Wejley might not as well 
have been warned, as offended^ by- his Friends the Mo- 
ravians y " for talking much againft mixing Nature 
ivitb Grace> againft Imagination, and concerning 
the Animal Spirits mimicking the Power, of the- Holy

Sometimes Lots in general are fpoken of, without 
any Specification of what Sort, or in what Manner. 
" What we were in doubt about, after Prayer, we 5 jo»ra« 
determined by Lot," fays Mr. Wbitefield.—" I am P- 5« 
come to know afluredly, fays Mr. WefUy, that, 
where Reafon fails, God will direct our. Paths by 2 j 0UI ^

Reafon certainly may fail them : Nor do L think 
they can be affuredoi God's Direction by Lot ;. but 
may be under, the fame Perplexity with their Rela- 
tion St. Ignatius; who being on.hi$. Adventures,, and 
" coming to a Place where two Ways met, Hood 
doubting whether he (hould follow a Moor that had 
blafphemed the Virgin Mary, and fob him, or elfe 
take the other Way towards Monfirrat. In this

ThcHeathens had various Ways of doing it : —As by 
j&mbling together loofe Letters, or Words, in an Urn, - 
and making what Senfe they could of fuch as were 
t^ken out by Chance ; — by dipping, into fomc Book 
of high Efteem, as Homer, or Virgil, and then ap- 
plying to their Purpofe the firft Paftage that offered 

itfelf, &c.

hammed. ^ jj coran j s f confulted by. way of Lot And 

** * the fame- Cuftom crept in among, the Cbrifians,- 
and efpecially ip the worft Ages, about the nth 
and 1 2th Centuries, by. dipping in the Bible, which 
Bbna* was called the Saints Lots< Hence, " StTraxds, 
ventun after betaking himfelf to Prayer, was injpir'd by 
Ctafontn the Oracle of God to open tbe Gojpel ; which being . 
fcl. 17a.* opened three Times, always lighted on the Paffion 
of Cbrifi 5 whereby the Saint was prepared (as by 
a Prophetic Warning) to receive the fivt Marks of.

So again, the fame precious Saint, €s being re- 
folved upon taking up the Rule of Evangelical Pet' 
ftftion, in Conjunction with Friar Barnard, goes to 
Prayers, and, thrice opening the Goftel, was confirmed 
in his Purpofe, by luckily hitting on tbe/e three Boi*- 
Pajfages :— If thou wilt he ferfeB, go and fell all .— ***"* 
Take nothing with you on the Way : — If any Man Conform. 
It'/// come after me, let him deny himfelf" fol. i»7» 

St. Francis, you fee, managed the Matter fo well, 
that he opened upon Texts of Scripture much more 
.to his Purpofe than any of our Mctbodifls have 
done. 

This Practice has generally been condemned by 
grave Authors and Councils, as Juperjlitious and un- 
warrantable : And, if the Methodifts will pretend to 
julHfy themfelves from die Example of Matthias,(the 
only Initance of the New Teftament, and that divinely 
directed) they only incur that almoft conftant Pre- 
emption of fetting themfelves upon.an Equality with 
the Apoftles, &c. 

Let me here add the Obfervation of Mr. Chutcfr,. 
in his Farther Remarks on Mr. J. Wejley : " The 
Reflections of your Friend Mr. Wbitefield on this 
Occafion were worth your obferving. Having men- 
tioned your drawing a Lot about preaching on free 
Grace, and receiving the Anfwer Preach and Print, 
he adds, * I have often queftioned, as I. now do, 
whether in fo doing you did not tempt the Lord. A 
due Exercife of Religious Prudence, without a Lot, 
would, have diredled you in that Matter.' . After- 
wards he mentions your drawing another Lot, -about 
his returning to London ; which in a. Letter to him 
you afterwards fuppofed, might have been o-ivMong 
w* This therefore he rightly calls an imaginary

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Warrant \ and well obferves, that the wrong tot 
was juftty given you, becaufe you tempted God in 
drawing one" 

A more judicious Sentiment perhaps never dropt 
from Mr. Wbitefieldh Pen: And yet he may be 
taxed with an Incmfifiency in thus declaring againft 
what had been his own Practice. Had thefe fiwo 
Lots turn T d out agreeably to* his own* Do8rine ami 
Intentions, they might have been allow'd to come' 
irom God. But, as they were for free Grace, (not 
fuiting with his Cahuinifiical Notions) and for taking, 
a Journey ho did not like ; they are become of no 
Authority with him. Which puts me in mind of 
the Conduct of Pope Honorius towards St. Fronds. 
« The Saint had ofetain'da Grant from. Chrijl, that* 
whoever at any time ftiould enter his Chapel, fhould 
have the Benefit of plenary Indulgence ; ordering, 
him however to go to his Vicar the Pop? for bit 
Confirmation.

But afterwards he fpeaks more Sfirufifully : " I

This might be a Caution to themfelves never to 
be wet-confident. For my own Part, I will not 
deny that fuch Directions may fometimes come 
from God: But lam perfuaded that moil of our late 
ones are the Effect of Imagination or Diftemper ; 
and fome of them mere Counterfeits and Impoftures. 
Many, I know, even of Pofifh Enthufiafis, have 
fufpe&ed worfe, and afcribed them to Diabolical 
Delufions. But more of this hereafter.

I am far from quefHoning the Troth of that 
happy State to come, having fuch ftrong Authority 
from thtjacred Writings. But it may be aflted, how 
they know this frefent Time to be the Day of that 
great Worii whether from Infpiration, or Interpre- 
tation of Prophetic Scripture ? — And they may be 
reminded, that diverfe warm and Enthufiaftic Heads, 
as Madam Bourignon, the French Prophet s t &c. have 
alifet out upon this Pretence, have pronounced it 
to be coming in their own Days, and themfebves to 
be the happy Inftrumentu And how have they been 
deceived ! 

About the Middle of the 13/& Century was pub- 
lished a Book by the Mendicant Fryars, called The 
Etenpal Gofyel, or Go/pel of the Spirit; averting, 
that the Reign of the Spirit was to commence within 
fix Tears. The Book was full of many wicked and 
hlajphemous Fancies, which I lay not to the Charge 
of the Methodifts ; but leave them at liberty to ru- 
minate upon the Character given of them many 
Years ago by Mr. Howel, which they may fee in 
the Title-Page.

Should any thing I can offer make fome Improve- 
ment ofuferfousandfober Senfe of true Religion among 
us, free from Entbufiaftic Delufions, with regard 
both to Faith and good Works, it will be fufficient 
Satisfaction : And the Benefit will be doubled, if, 
by means of the Comparifon with Popery, a juft 
Detefbtion of that wicked Communion be preftrv'd, 
and especially, if increafid.

Ti» 
a Favour 1 becaufe yea have been fi> very barmkfi 
with regard to me, and have anfwer'd no body but 
yourfdf. I fliall pafs my Judgment upon your 
Performance with my ufual Frankmfs, and without 
any Degree o£ fmlfome Flattery. 

Your firft OhyeSion is to my Manner of Writing ; 
that, ** if I am a Clergyman, the whole Strain of Rye f» 
my Performance difcovert a Levity unbecoming my 
Character." And here I am afraid you have the 
Advantage ; as writing with a Levity quite becoming 
your Character, i. e. with that Sort of Levity, which 
confifts in a Privation of Weight, and exemplifies 
(to ufe your own Exprcffion) what Feathers voe all 
are. Nor. could you have been more light and in* 
Significant, unW* your Name had been Ptrnmet. . 

As 
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As to the Force of the Objection of ridiculous 
and irreligious Bitter; — I read that one of Bijhop 
StiMngfieet's Popijb Antagonifts called him " a Tbeo- 
logical Buffoon, impioufly and profanely employing 
his Wit in deriding and blafpbeming the Saints* 
And yet, fuch is my Modefiy, and humble Imitation 
of your Humility, I defire to fucceed no better 
againft Metbodifin, than he did againft Popery. — — 
Bat here, it feems, I am greatly miftaken : For, 
Pag. 6. " hy irreligious Banter, I have unhappily fixed upon 
a nuft improbable and ineffeBual Remedy for recover- 
ing the Methodifis out of their Extravagant Freaks." 
If fo, why are yon fo pettifh ? Why fo wrathful ? 
I might rather expect an Addrefs of Thanh from 
Waitefietd and Company. 

But, to compound the Matter with you by a plain 
Truth, my Manner of writing (whether with Levity* 
or Gravity) affects not in the leaft the Merits of the* 
Cauje. The Bnthufiafm is, exactly tht fame, neither, 
more nor lefs, better or worfe. The only Quefiim 
to the Purpofe is, whether I have made my Quo- 
tations juftly and fairly T Let this be fitfpofed, 'till 
'tis dxflrewed.^- Something, however, , tnorejerious, 
horrible, andjhocAing, will appear toward the.End of 
this Second Part, and especially in the Third; 
where the Nature of the Subjefi will be apt to rahV 
Abhorrence and Indignation, rather than Laughter, 
For, contrary to my Intention, I am forced upon 
a Third Part ; your Bnthufiafms are Jo many. Nor 
had I exactly enough computed' the Number, or 
considered the Virtues, of your Confecrated Beads. 

Before you attack my Comparifon in Form, I 

find you nibbling at my Title-Page : In one Place,

feds: Not forgetting to honour them with the 
Company of their comftonding Friends, the Entbu- 
Jiaflic Saints of the Papacy* 

What firft occurs- to my Thoughts is* the boaftei 
Succe/s of their* Preaching, proved by the Numbers 
of their Followers and Converts. 

Here they triumph beyond Meafure ; and per- 
haps not without fome Degree of Foundation. For, 
considering how inconpderate and injudicious, how 
unlearned and unftable, a large Portion of Mankind 
is, together with their various Infirmities and Dif 

K a eajes 
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mfes of Mind and Body ; it rouft be allowed — TRat 
the Ofientation of a fan&rfied Look, fpecious 
AttoYeft; fkftraftical Oddities; I nnovations m Doc- 
trine and Places of Teaching, zealous Profefiions 
of Piety, AfFeclation'of Godfy and Scripture Pbrafes, 
and high Pretentions to fofpiration, Sec. will hardly 
fail of drawing and deceiving the Multitude. Who- 
ever is endowed with fuch fuitable Qualifications 
needs not fear gaining an Audience, and leading 
Numbers into a hundred Delufions* He may find 
Peffofts enough not difpo/ed 9 or notaik, to diftis- 
guifh " the' Iflapfes and Infplradohs 6f tfte ttotp. 
Qbofiy from the Illufions, Inftincts, and Suggestions 
of the unclean Spirit; from natural and fanatical 
Entbufiafm x from the Swellings and Vapours of a 
difeafed Spleen and heated Melancholy y and from the 
extravagant Rovkigs of a Jkfiimper'd Imagination" 
We may too rcafonably hope and btliwe, that 
tome very profligate and wicked Wretches haV* 
been prevailed upon by the MethoSfts to relinquiih 
their evil Courfes, and ferioufly repent. But then, 
if vitfubducl from the Account — fuch of thiir Fol- 
lowers as went only out of Curiojtiy, or Bert/son ; 
•— fuch as were *well-difpofed and pious Peribns 
(though I can't fay judicious) before ; — fucK as have 
left and bad them adieu upon good and juft Reafons ;. 
fuch as have .been led into grievous Perplexities, 
Diftratfion, and Dejfyair ; — fuch as were fcarce m- 
their Senfes when they went among them, and have 
quite loft their Senfes fince ; — fuch as have efpoufed 
confeffedly dangerous and wicked Tenets ;— and con- 
fider the Danger all the reft are in, of being be- 
ing betrayed into Notions and Evils, which they 
don't perhaps fufped : — After thefe, and other 
Veduclions which might be named, the Number o£ 
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their Converts- will be considerably Uffened; andth* 
Good they da nothing like an Equivalent for the- 
JMj/cbief 

But let us hear themfelves. Mr. Whitefieldfoys,

They are the 
batoPenrof Saints, whom die Pope is^xVi/Son (aw 
aanifefisy fupporting the tottering Lateran on theii 
Shoulders: Whereby his infallible Holinefs found 
himfelf immediately dtre&ed by Heaven to confirm 
their refpe&ive Orders and Rules, though averfe 
t» it. bcfbtfe. 2bw» Roman. Q&. 5, Led. 6. fe 
Ribadm. pag. 574. 

Mr. Wbiufiela\. I observed, often owns his own 
Pride 1 Ami Mr* Wejky fays, " By the moft infaU t Joarm 
UbUoi Proofs, inward Feeling, I am convinced of *• *•• 
Pride, &cS 1 flmtt take fibcfa- Word for it, and 
proceed toobfcrve, how thro Followers ftxm catch* 
the Contagion, and are naturally and eaiily pufed-vp 
wkh a fancied Superior . Knowledge, Gifts, and 
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Graces ; after being cajoled by their Leaders w2A 
ample Promifes, Expectations, and AJfurances. ■ 
P. io. The accurate Author of Obfervationss on their 

Cosuka julUy alks, " Whether thofe exalted Strains 
in Religion, and an Imagination of being already 
in a State of Perfection, axe not apt to lead Men 
into Spiritual Pride, and to a Contempt of their Fel* 
low-Cbriftians; while they confider them as only 
going on in the low and imperfecl Way ; — and into 
a Difefteem of their Superiors* as in a much lower 
Dijpenfation ?" And Mr. Law (whom they fo much 
admire on other Accounts ; and whom I (hall have 
Occafion to quote again) in his Treati/e of Regene- 
t>. S$» tion, " Now, who may be thought the moft likely 
S*> 94* to come into this Religion ? [He is fpeaking of the 
Methodifis, and their Doctrines] Not he, who is 
deeply humble, that abhors Self Juftif cation. — Is 
there not likely to be Sclffeeking, Self-confidence, 
Self-truft, Self deceit ? — Particular Impreffions, fen- 
fible Cetrvielions, ftrong Taftes , high Satisfa&ons,—* 
if much fought for, or refied in, they minifter Food 
to a Spiritual Self-love, — and lay the Foundation of 
Spiritual Pride, — They may fill us with Selffatis- 
faSion, and Self efieem, and prompt us to de/pife

Of fuch a Tendency to Pride, exemplified in Fad, 
4 Jours* Mr. Wefiey himfelf gives us feveral In fiances, « I 
P- 54* met with one, who, having been lifted up with the 
Abundance of Joy which God had given her, had 
fallen into fuch hlajpbemies and vain Imaginations, 
as are not common to Men. In the Afternoon I 
found another Inftancey tmufy, I fear,- of the Jam* 
Kind: One, who, after much of the Love of God 
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fiicd abroad in her Heart, was become wife far 
above what is written. —I earncftly befought them 
alJ to keep dear of vain Speculation*. — While we 4 Joora. 
were in the Room, Mrs. 7—/ took the Bible to *° 66 ' 
to read; but on a fudden threw it away , faying, / 
tan good enough. I will never read or prety more :— / 
dent defire to be any bitter than lam. She fpoke 
many Things to the fame Efie& ; plainly (hewing 
that the Spirit of Pride, and of Lyes, had full Do- 
minion over her.— '

1 It were to be wiihed, that the Teachers them- 
felves would doely weigh their own Refetlions ; and 
that all others would abftain from fuch a Dijpen- 
• lotion, which confeiTedly leads People into thefe hor- 
rid Experiences of Blafphemy and Pride. 

The famous Enthufiafi Mrs. Bourignon, who af- 
foxned the Character of an Infpired, (with whofe 
Writings I find fome of the Metbodifts are not unac- 
quainted ; as if they had not Wildnefles enough 
in their own Brains ;) has the Acutenefs to obferve, 
* that the Preemption of AJfuran'ces is the Devil's Solid 
Device, deluding People by fenfible Confilations and Virtue, 
Sweetnejs, and bringing them into the utmofi Peril ': p * IXO# 
"—That the Devil fattens Men to thefe SenfeUUties, 
and makes them thereby vain and proud, — When 
we take Plcafure in them, we turn from God. — 
Tis the Devil's Snare." 
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$. 4* ° ne would think their Bladder of /Vidfe 
**»/ Fain-glory were now fofficiently fweUed* Bat 
it feems it muft be blown up more. One of their 
Preachers efpecially, and fometimes others of them, 
are fo prefumptuous, as to be fond of comparing them- 
felve with Patriarchs, Prophets, and ApofiUs $ and 
even with Gfcr/y? himfelf. 

They cannot open the Bible, and thereby torn 
the Holy Scriptures into a Lottery* but they are fore 
of a. Prize; fome Panegyric upon themfelves' and 
Profelytes ; or fomejpeciaj Direction and Infirudion. 
They cannot read, or hear, £<^&h, Pfalms, Epijtles 
and Gojpels ; but they have Sagacity enough to find 
fomething peculiarly concerning themfebues. And 
they feem to be intent upon this very Purpofe. As 
if die 'whole Bible were a fort of Prophecy (dengned 
at leaft by way of Accommodation) of their Mijfton ; 
and entirely interefted in the Honour and Advance- 
ment of their valuable Per/dm, and important 
Whims. 

Former Fanatical Saints will fupply as with faffi- 
cient Parallels of this Nature; particularly the 
fame Mrs. Bourignon, whofe Sagacity found oat 
" many Things in Scripture which were fulfilled in 
her : — She was the Woman foretold in the Jpoca* 
lyp/e 9 that had the Church in herfelf, chatted with 
the Sun, and having the Moon under her Feet, She 
made herfelf equal to, if not greater than, the Ape* 
files, who underfiood only in Part. Jefus was but 
partly the Seed of the Woman ; with fome Hints that 
Jhe and her Works were completely fo" 

But for this Sort of Prefumption I don't know a 
fuller Comparifon than the Book of Conformities be- 
tween the Lives of Jefus Chrifi and St. Fronds. 

Tis 
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Tis a large Folio, written by Bartholonutus de Pijts, 
applying Baoft of the magnificent Predictions in the 
BO&Xq St. Francis* making him better than feve- 
ral of the ApoftUs, and even fuperior to Cbrift as to 
Miracles. The Book was printed XL Milan, 1510, - 
wjth the Licence and Approbation of the General 
Chapter of the Francs/cans, as written by the Favour 
of God, and 'wanting no Correelion. From this Eds'- 
tin was extracted The Alcoran of the Francs/cans. 
But it feems CarreBion was afterwards found ne- 
ceflkry ; and the Book was republijked at Bononia, 
in 1590, (which is the Edition I ufe) wherein many 
o/its extravagant Fables and Blafphenries are omitted.

Had any one but a Saint thus applied our Lord's 
Words, it would have looked like profane Drollery. 
But luckily it jumps in with St. Dominic "s Words, at 
wbofe Beck the Devils trembled, when he was leaving 
this World ; " Weep not, my deareft Friends, nor 
kt my corporeal Departure trouble you : I Jhali be 

more 



mdre ufeful to you in the Place whither I am 
going, than I was here ; and you will have me a 
better Advocate after my Death, than you could 
have me in this Life." Antbonin. Florentine See 
Mertuei Myfierium btiquitatis, Pag. 346. 

" One Day perceiving an uncommon Drought, ,ft ^ ca,# 
and difagreeable Clamminefs in my Mouth, and 
nfing Things,- but in vain, to allay my Tbirfi, it 
was fuggefied to me, that, when Cbrifi on the Crofs 
tried out, / tbirfi, his Sufferings were near at an 
End. Upon which I cried out, 1 thirft ! I tbirfi ! 
*— Soon after I was delivered." Is not this enough 
to make one's Ears tingle ? 

Bnt there is worfe flill. He prefumes to rob our . 
Saviour of his very Office of Redeemer. " Tho' Ib.p.4 6 « 
Satan for fome Weeks had been biting my Heel* 
God was pleafed to (hew me, that J ihould foon 
bruife bis Head." In another Place indeed he allows 
bis Brotber-Metbodifit 4 Share of this Prerogative : 
" Though Satan is permitted to bruife our Heel, 3 Joorm 
•yet <we wall in die End bruife bis Head:' But in P- **• 
both Places this Robbery is committed without any 
Allowance- to Cbrifi, or Intimation of bis doing 
it by Mr. WbitefieWs Means, or Inftrumentality of 
tbe Metbodifis. The Papifis affign tYiisfaving Office 
to the Virgin Mary, if fa conteret Serpentis Caput, Jhe 
mail bruife the Serpent's Head : And Madam Bou- 
rignon is vain enough to pubHfh, that Jejus Cbrifi 
was partly the Seed of the Woman, but that her 
DocJrsnes and Writings were to be £0 in the full Ac* 
ampHJbment. But at length, it feems, the Honour 
belongs to Mr. Wbitefeld and Company. 

Nor is this much unlike the blajphemous Saying 
of the Francifcans, " that Jefus Cbrifi faved the 
World before St Francis came, but he afterwards" 

M 2 Whatever 
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Whatever Excujes may be made, or however 
Mr. Wkitefield may difclaim any fucfc exalted /*- 
tertian ; to this high Degree of Preemption the 
Words, as they ftand in his Journals, do in Reality 
amount. And we may reasonably think, that inch 
Perfons by fuch Expreffions either are hurlefouing 
the Scriptures, — or run mad with Pride. According 
to a very favourable Conftrudtion, " Vanity of Va- 
nities : All is Vanity" And feeing not another, btffc 
their own Lips thus extol them, it brings to Mind 
the Character of that Antichrifiian Power, (Rev* 
xiii. 5, 6.) to whom was given a Mouth Jpeaking 
great Things,— and he opened his Mouth in Blajphemy. 
Farther Upon our charging the MetboSfts " with making 
Ap £* themfelves like the Apoftles, Mr. Wefley calls this a 
felly Objection, — becaufe every Man ought in feme 
Refptfts to be like Jpoftles,^^ holy Tempera, Ex- 
emplarinefs of Life, Labours lor the Good of 
Souls." Who doubts it ? or blames any Mortal 
for it ? 'Tis not for making the Apoftles an Ex~ 
ample of Holinefs, &c. that we fix our Charge oa- 
th e Metbodifts ; but for UnhoHnefi, in proud. Baa/tinge 
of a like Dignity and Authority ; for Pfeten&oos to 
Infpirathn, and other extraordinary Gifts, and mi- 
raculous Powers, (as will farther appear anon) and. 
even comparing themfelves with our Lord. Inftead* 
of our Objection being felly, their Solution of it is 
Jbuffing and prevaricating. The Wind bath bound 
them up in her Wings, and carried them arway into' 
the Regions of Vanity, to the Borders ofBlqfrbcmy*. 

§. 5. Another prefumptuous Flight nfital among 
Entkufiafis is the Afre&ation of Prophesying, and 
other miraculous Gifts and Operations : A fuppofed 
Power of this Nature not only fwelling their >W/js 

but 
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but promoting their Cau/e ; as it gratifies a natural 
Itch of peeping into Futurity, and tends to induce 
a Belief of their Diving Injpiration. And this alfo 
is an Article in Charge againft MethoaHfm. 

Firft for Prophecy. Mr. Whitefield was a very 
early Nibbler at this, and a great Dealer in Omens, 
Pre/ages, and other Divinations, concerning him/elf 9 
and his new Di/pen/ation. Nor can we read the 
Lives of any great Men, but we find fuch Kind of 
Auguries, relating to their Birth, Exploits, and For- 
tunes. And although what I fhall mention may 
feem trivia/ and ridiculous ; it will however Jhevj the. 
Man, and has no doubt had a due Influence on his 
Followers. 

Firft in Order is the " Circumftance of his be- * Deii* 
isg born in an Inn, the Bell hm at Ghucefter, — p 
which was of great Service to me, fays he, and 
excited my Endeavours to follow the Example of 
my dear Saviour, who was bom in a Manger be- 
longing to an Inn," i. e. Being born in an Inn makes 
him like Chrift, who was not born in an Inn ; — 
nor, that I, or he, can tell, in a Manger belonging 
to an hm. From the Circumftance of the Sign of 
the Bell he might more aptly have prophefied, that 
in Time he fhoufid' become as founding- Brafs, — or 
the Bells every-where ring for him, on making his 
public Entrance. 

His Omen however correfponds to that of the 
famous Pope Hildebrand, whofe Father being a Car- 
penter, it was thence prefaged, that he lhould be 
CbriJPs Vicar, and have univer/al Dominion. 

And no lefs a Man than the Pope's Champion, AnnaU 
Baronius, hath affured us, that his being, like his ^V 
Saviour, the Carpenters Son ; and his carving out 
merely by Chance, before he knew Letters, Domi- 
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nabihat a mars ad mare, hejhall rub from Sea H Ssa? 
were certainly divine Qfients. — To complete the 
Gomparifm too, it is- poffible Mr. Whittfield may 
have been (6 happy as to write this Prefage, before 
bt knew Letters. 

The other Ckcunflancey that '* his Mother 
ufed to fay, while he was an Infant,, that fee ex- 
pected more Comfort from him than awp other of 
her Children," has Variety of ParaUek in the 
Po## Legends, where the Mather's Brians arefo 
Coifbrm. often mmO* Prophecies of the S on? s Grandeur. u When 
fol « J 7« St. /roffc/i was bat in a fecular State, his Mather 
by divine* Influence kid, #%«/ <&. j«* /intf /to 
fo» 2/* ami* w/// /**w out ? By Grace he ivitt be. a 
Ritaden. Child of God. — St Dominie's Mother^, fofides her 
P« 57<3» Dream of having a Day* in her Wombs with a- 
burning- Terofr in his Month, had the good News by 
Revelation, that fhe fhould have a Son endowed 
with many Gifts and Virtues." 
i Deal. tt Oae Morning I feid to my Sl^ar, — - God in- 
r* **• tends- fomething for me> — will provide for me feme 
Way that we cannot apprehend. How I came to fay; 
thefe Words, I know hot. But God- afterwards 
fhewed me they came from him. — I dreamed, that 
I was to fee God on Mount Sinai : — This made a 
great ImpreJJion upon me,, and a- Gentlewoman, to-- 
whom I told it, faid, George, this is a Call from- 
Ibid. God. — One Night an unaccountable, but very 
p. &*• ffrong Imfrejjion was* made upon my Heart, that I 
fhould preach quickly. — God has fince (hewn whence 
that Impreffion came." A notable Jmpreffion truly, 
that one defigned for a Scholar fhould' come to 
P. tt» preach. But in the feeond Edition of his Dealings, 
when he recolle&s that he was now in Print, he 
cunningly flips in, by way of Amendment to his 
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tfeeam, " t&at 1 fliould preach and print quick- 
fy," whick is profhefying. of a Thing <j/fcr it came 
topafs. 

He has prophetic Notice of a future Converfation 
with a Lord, and of his Money jingling in his Hand. 
" GW was pleafed to give me previous Notice of * &*!*- 
it. — I dreamed that I was talking wkh his Lord/hip, 
and that ho gave me fame Gold* which feemed to 
found Again iftmy Hands.-— Afterwands he made me 
aFr dent of fovt 'Guineas, which did found again in 
my Hands."— 

You. hereby fee the Man, and his fuperfiitiouffy, 
Enthufiafiic Head* Otherwife it would be as idle- 
a Thing, to repeat, as in him to write, thefe frivo- 
lous Omens, Drmms, hnpreffiom, Revelations?— all 
Prophetical. 

There is a plain Intimation alfo of this Prophetic 
Spirit in Mr. Wefley. " For fome Time I had 4 J°«»* 
viiitfed a Soldier in Ptifon every Day. But I told *' ^ 
him, Do not enpecJ to feet me any more, — - I believe 
Satan nviUfiparate us for a Sea/on. Accordingly, the- 
next Day I was informed, that the Commanding 
Officer had given ftri& Orders, that neither Mr. 
Wefley, nor any of his People, fhould be ad- 
mitted." 

But ift the Progrefs of their Miniilry they rife, 
higher,, and come to Predictions of greater Things* 
with regard to them/elves, and Increase and Dila>> 
tation of the Family of Mothodtfrn. — Hence " the 2 Jours, 
great Work* which God intends, and is now htginm ng P« x 9*3-5* 
to work over all the Earth," — Hence, fays Mr. 
Whitefield, " God will make his Power to be/ known 3 Jeurn. 
in me. — And yet / fhall fee greater Things than W- 3»" 
tbefcv— 7 fhail he exalted. — There certainly will. be. 
a- Fulfilling of thofe Things which God by his Spirit 

% hath 
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hfch fpoken unto my Soul. — There are many Pr*> 
rmfes to be fulfilled in me. — This I know ; what 
I have fpoken from God will come to pafs : Lo ! it 
wilir— 
Letter*. " Our glorious Soul-Brother had it revealed to him 
in Spirit, thefe two Years, that fome fuch as he 
fhould be fent of God into thefe Parts." 

" The Lord revealed himfelf to a Child aboat 

{even Years old in an amazing Manner : ■■ In a 

Rapture, and by the uncommon Earoeftnefs the 

Spirit gave her to wreftle for the Churches, fhe 

thought that an uncommon Work would be 

wrought on the Earth. Many fuch Inftances of 

the Outpouring of the Spirit we have among us." 

Sometimes Mr. Wbitefield throws out his Pre- 

diitions of the Perfecutions he is to undergo, and 

(according to his ufual Modefty) in Analogy to the 

3 Journ. Sufferings of Chrift : " Yet a little while, and a 

"> s *» fuffering Time will come. / cannot follow him 

now s but I Jball follow him hereafter.— My Hour is 

not yet come, — I find the infinite Wifdom of God in 

fending me to England. But God will manifeft hi* 

mighty Arm in the Salvation of Georgia" 

Where, betides the Gift of Prophecy 9 we have a 
new Argument for the Infinity of God's WiJaom 9 
which I hope all future Writers on the divine At- 
tributes will remember, (viz.) the fending of Mr. 
George Wbitefield from Georgia into England, 

Popifh Legends are fluffed with Boafts of this 
Conform. Sort. " St. Francis riling from Sleep in great Joy, 
foi. *34. and being afked the Reafon of fuch a Tranfport, 
anfwered prophetically 9 * I know that 1 Jball be a 
great Prince.

— Be comforted, and rejoice in the Lord, 
my Deareft, nor be dejecled or afraid, becaufe <we are 
few and iimple ; becaufe it has 'verify been/hewn mi 
from the Lord* that he will htcreafe us into a great 
Multitude, multiply and enlarge us. 

God gave the Gift of Prophecy to St. Anthony ; — Ribadea. 
he foretold to a certain Lady, that God would give F* 393* 
her a Son that (honld be great in the Lord's Church, 
a francifean Fryar, and a Martyr. And fo it hap- 
pened. 

A holy Nun declared, that while (he was praying Orlandl 
far the Good of the Church, and Reformation of £j£ J ^ 
Manners, God rbrefhewed her from above, that j. #o« 
&e Society of yefuits Jkould arife, who, as new Apo- 
files, ffcotdd take Pains in working Converfions over 
ail die World." 

Number* of young femak Propheteffts are eafiry 
Applied oat of the Pope's Budget, (as St. Bridget* 
Catharine ef Sienna, Hildegard, St Rofa, Terefa, &c.) 
who all foretold wonderful Things of themfelves, 
and the fereral Rekgwus Orders. The Light of 
Prophecy is indeed one of their boafted Marks of the 
true Church, of which they give a hundred In- 
fiances, and challenge Proteftants to* produce the 
lake. Would they but come among the Methodifts, 
they might fee their Challenge anfwered, and per- 
haps be induced to embrace them as Brethren, or 
even to give them- the right Hand of FeUonvJbip.

Some Inflames of an extraordinary Nature, procured 
by the Merits and Interceffion of the MetboSfis, 1 
{hall referve for another Chapter ; and wall here 
only point out a few Cafes, containing the miracu- 
lous Favours of Heaven towards themfelves ; fuffi- 
clent however to prove a Claim of Miracles among 
them, 
fatitd, Thus, when " Mr. Seward fell from his* Horfe 
Journ. w ithout the lead Hurt, not fo much as of his Foot 
againft a Stone ; the Reafon given is, — God *s fend*

By way of Comparifon we might produce hun- 
dreds of Inftances of Popijh Saints being quite dry 
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In the Midft of Rain ; or no Rain falling where 
they are preaching, though Showers all around 
them ; or Storms tamed into Cairns by their 
Prayer, &e. 

Balinghem (in his Calendar of the Virgin Mary) 
gives us two Inftances together ; one of St. An- 
thony, " who being on a Journey, and a heavy 
Shower falling, he puts the Ro/ary on his Head, 
.and prays for Succour to the Virgin ; and inftantly, 
the Words fcarce out of his Mouth, the Rojary be- 
comes a complete Cover, and he gets to the City 
without being touched by the leaft Drop of Rain. 
-1- Another, of one Brother George, who being in a 
violent Storm of Rain without a Cloak, no {boner 
repeats his Ro/ary, but he goes on to his Monajiery 
perfectly dry. 

St. Edmund preaching in the open Air, a black 
Cloud, hanging over the Company, threatened a 
terrible Storm ; but he, making the Sign of the 
Cro/s, commanded the malignant Spirit of Water to 
depart, and not to difturb hi? Audienc$. Prcfcntly 
it rained ail-about, but not a Drop fell upon them. 
St: Aridius, (whofe Name is adapted to his Mi- 
racles) and his Society, often were perfectly dry in 
the Midft of prodigious Showers. — And St. Beum 
had always the fame Privilege ; for which Reafon 
he was called Dry-Coat" 

You fee the peculiar Privileges of fuch conceited 
Favourites of Heaven. The common Courfe of 
Providence mutt be altered for their Sake ; and all 
Nature be made fubfervient to their vjhimfical Dif- 
penfation. 

« St. Terefa having obtained of the Lord, that 
a Well of very bad Water mould become fweet, 
&p& be conveyed too into her Monajiery by a feem : 

ingty 
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ingly irripoffible Current, has the fame prevaricating 
Plea with Mr. We/ley : I reckon not this for a Mi- 
racle, but tojhew our ftrong Faith ; for the Thing 
happened juji as 1 home related it" 

But as to thefe, and fuch-like Miracles, it were* 
to be wiflied that the Methodifts would be clear ; 
and, in exfrefs Words, either claim Or renounce their 
Pretenfions. Wefhould then know upon what Foot 
the Argument with them ft and s. But they are 
manifeiUy Evafive. And tho\ when hard preffed, 
%heyfeem to difclaim Miracles, and declare them unne- 
teffary, and the like ; yet, in the above-mentioned 
Inftances, theyjeem alfo to retain them : The Sto- 
ries are evidently told with that Air, as if they 
would have them thought miraculous ; often with 
Words plainly implying it: And they well know 
their eager Followers, for the Credit of their Caufe, 
ftand ready to fwallow any Thing; and are as 
willing to improve, as to believe, any marvellous 
Tale. They are fo well trained up, that they eafily 
acknowledge the Authority God has given their 
Teachers from above" 

f . 7. Hitherto we have confidered the Gmdu8 
of the Methodifs under their moft plaufible Ap- 
pearances, higheft Pretenfions, and a Flovj of Exul- 
tation. But they do not always go on fa fmootbly 
and fwimmingly ; meeting with various Rubs and 
Obfimclions, and grievous Enemies and Sufferings; 
in- their Way. I obferved before, that whatever 
favours and promotes their Caufe, is from God\ 
whatever Oppofition or OhfirucJion they meet with, 
from the Devil. 

I ihall therefore now give fome Account, or

To prove this, the Devil, in 
Revenge, might perhaps tempt him to borrow the- 
Defcription of his Cafe from Chambers'* Di&ionarp 
under thofe two Words; which I fhall fubjoin : 
u Incubus, Night-Mare, a Difeafe confiding in an faoj&n*' 
Oppreffion of the Breaft, fo very violent, that the Marc," 
Patient can't J}eak % or even breathe. — The Senfes 
are not quite loft, but drowned and aflonijhed ; as is* 
the Under/landing and Imagination. So that the 
Patient thinks forae huge Weight thrown on him r

The fame Author afchbes " to the Hypochondria* 
Paffion (Spleen, or Vapours) the fame Symptoms of a 
Pain in the Stomach, a Conflri&ion of the Breaft f 
Difficulty of Breathing ; — as likewife Wakefidnefs+ 
Inquietudes j . Fears, Sujpicions, DeHrioufnefs ; — af* 
fe&ing the Patient more in Af/Wthan Body." 

Nor is it to be doubted, but the greateft Part of thefe 
/range Feelings and Sufferings, DejcBicns of Mind, * 
and dreadful Apprehenfions, &c. proceed from Dif- 
eafe, caufed perhaps by a Flatulency from much* 
Fajiing, or the Fumes of Indigeftion, or Want of 
Exercife, deep Intention of Thought, and various 
Affeclions and Paffions ; which Phyficians can much 
bettenaccount for than myfelf. And we may eajily

And did Satan 
tempt you to the contrary ? The very Re*verfe of 
both fhould have been the Cafe. 

" When Caftanixa (the Author of the Spiritual * DctI * 
Combat) advifed to tali but little, Satan faid / muft M * 4 * 
net talk at all. So that I, who ufed to be the mod

And " St. Alcantara carried feveral Pebbles in Bre** „ 
his Mouth for three Years likewife, and for the ***** 
fame Reafon. — Thean obferved a continual Silence in 
his Cell for thirty Tears. 8t. Francis obferved it Conform. 
bimfelf, and enjoined it upon his Brethren. fo1, * 7 ** 

The Rule of Silence was moft religioufly obferved 
by St. Dominjc ; which provoked ihe Devil to put 
a Trick upon him.

— A fore Trial, — but rather 
than not be Chrifis Difciple, I refolved to renounce 
them. Accordingly, inftead of meeting my Bre- 
thren as ufiial, I went into the Fields, and prayed 
JUently by myfelf Our Evening-Meeting I neglected 
aHb ; and went not to Ereakfaft, according to Ap- 
pointment. — Till at length by Mr. J. Weflejs ex- 
cellent Advice and Management, under God, I was 
delivered from thofe Wiles of Satan ; — and tool; 
up my Externals again." 

I fhall omit many fuch Appearances of Satan, 
like an Angel of Light, to the Popijb Saints ; and be 
contented with a Jingle Inftance attended wthjmilar 
Circumfiances. 
Conform* " Brother Ruffin, before he arrived at his full 
ifol.63-4. 5*^ f San^ity and Grace, was tempted of the 
Devil no more to follow the Footfteps of St. 
Francis, who was but a fimple Man, and under 
Pretence of fending them among the Hojpitals 
.drew the Brethren away from their Prayers ; but 
that he mould live folitarily in the Defart. Thus 
Satan, appearing as an Angel of Light, fuggefiing 
this to Ruffin, confirmed him in his Purpofe. And 
he retired into the Woods to pray ; would not come 
to St. Francis At Eating-Hours as ufuaj, — would not 
come to Supper, — nay would not come to the Sa- 
crament ; — and fent Word to St. Francis, that he 
had a better Way 40 Salvation than by following 
his Simplicities ; and fo the Lord had revealed to 
him. This he affirmed again and again. At 
length St. Francis, deeply concerned, and deilrous 
to bring him back to the Community, goes to him 

himfelf, 
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himfelf, and aflcs who perfuaded him to this ? 
Ruffin anfwered, he had a Divine Revelation by an 
Angel. I will Jhew you, fays Francis, who this 
Angel is, that fuggejled it to you : And prefently, by 
Grayer, die Angel appeared in a moft amazing 
Beauty and Splendor \ which made Ruffin rejoice and 
exult. Then Francis, by Prayer again, commanded 
the Angel to appear vifebly who, and what he was. 
And prefently he was transformed into fuch a hor- 
rible Shape, and made fuch a horrible Stink, that 
Ruffin fell to the Ground as dead ; but was raifed- 
up by St. Francis, comforted, and confirmed in 
Itighteo'ufnefs." 

I would afk now, with Refpeft to Mr. Whitefield, 
what otherwife than has happened could be expelled 
from one who Jets out, and begins his new Difpeu- 
fation with fuch Fhrenfies, as himfelf has published ? 
Youth, a pious Intention, fancied Oppreflion of Satan, 
and real Indijpojition of Body, — may perhaps be 
pleaded in his Excufe : And no doubt very juflly ; 
had not his whole future Conduct, his uncharitable 
Characters and Accufatlons of his Brethren, his 
Indecent' and rude Treatment of his Superiors and 
Governors, his Vanity and proud Boaftings, his un- 
warrantable and high Frefumptions, his obtruding 
npon the World his own Fancies for Divine In/pi - 
rations, carrying on all along a New Revelation 
againft the Old infacred Writ, arid thereby deceiving 
many, &c. — had not all' this, and more, rendered 
him inexcufable. Bxcufes are fcarce allowable to 
fuch Exorbitances. 

His Companion, Mr: Seward, has likewife 
great CcnfliRs with Satan. " He often turned journ. 
himfelf into an Angel of Light, and made me think P 3 ^ a 7» 
Broth**. WbitefkWs Zeal was not fo great as mf * **> 

O 1 - own ; 
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own i — which Mr. Whitefield faid was Impetuoftty.— 
Was cxerdfed with firong inward Trials, fuch as I 
never felt before. — Satan darting in fuch horrid 
Thoughts ; — he made me entertain hard Thoughts 
of my Brother ; — exercifed again with inward Con- 
fids, and could not pray for my Friends. There 
feemed a Cloud of evil Spirits hovering round me, 
and brought my Soul to the Depth of Hell. — O f 
the horrid Suggeftionsi, that Satan has, Day after 
Day, followed me with ! He has endeavoured to 
caft a Cloud ova all the Manifeftations I .have had 
of the Divine Favour. — Tho 1 the Lord has a 
Thoufand Times over told me, that he loved mt 
with an Ever lofting love ; yet Satan had the Impu- 
dence to tell me, in the midft of my Prayers, that I 
was not one of God's Elefi, — that I was like 
Judas, — and mould hetray Chrift. — He is generally 
fo bufy with me in Prayer, that my Time is chiefly 
fpent in keeping him off. — Thus has my poor Soul 
been tojfed as in a Tempeft, 'till brought almoft to 
De/pair. — Satan bad me worihip him, or Stock, or 
Stones, or any Thing but God. — One remarkablt 
Temptation was, that, knowing how little Sleep I 
allowed my felf, — he terrified me with this Scripture, 
It is hut loft Labour that you rije up early, and Jit 
up late, and eat the Bread of Carefulnefs. Here he 
flopped, — for it was Satan's Bufinefs now to hide 
the latter Part of the Text from me." 

This is the fame itlr. Seward, of whom Mr. 
3 JouFn. Whitefeld gives fuch a particular Account, " whofe 
pag. 81. Circumftances, both before and in his Converton, 
much referable thofe of St Paid. •— It pleafed God 
to reveal his Son unto him, and to caft him down 
to the Earth— by eight Days Sicknefs ; in which 
Time he fcarce ever, eat, or drank, or. flept, and 

under.- 



underwent great inward Agonies and Tortures : 
When God fent a poor travelling Woman, that came 
10 fell Straw Toys, to inftruft him in the Nature of 
oar Second Birth" And what better than Straw- 
toys did fhe fell to him P Of what did fhe deliver 
him, after going through the Pangs of the New' 
Birth, and what has he Brought forth, but a moSt 
weak and extravagantly wild Journal? What other* 
Proof need we briDg of a weak or difordered Head, 
than his being fo terrified by that remarkable Temp- 
tation of Satan's alledgrng only a Part of a Scripture 
PaiTage ? As if the leaft Degree of Thought, or' 
faming to the Place, might not eafily have fupplied- 
tke Defed,— 3/w- fo he giveth his Beloved Sleep. 

I could tell him, from a Book of Authority, of a* 
more fagachus Saint, who outwitted the Devil in a • 
like Cafe. « The Devil once told St. Bernard^ 
that he knew certain Verfes in the Pfalter, that* 
whofo fayeth ihall not perifh ; and fhall know the 
Da/ of his Death. Bnt the Fiend refufed to- 
name them. Then, faid the Saint, 1 will fay the 
whole Pfalter daily. The Fiend, confidering how- 
mXSch more Good that would do him, (hewed him > 
the Verfes." Hone B. Firginis fee. Ufum Sacrum} 
P. 124. Parif 1534. 

In Reference to thg other Aflaults of Satan upoi»< 
Mr. Seward, I fhall only mention one Popijh In* 
ftance among a Thoufand ; which is that of St.' 
Guthlac, agreeable in divers Circumftances; " The Mfcbflk' 
Enemy of Mankind* envying the Humility of the ^1 
Man of- God, • by the Force of his Temptation* Vol. \, 
almoft drove him to the Pit of Defpair. — One p« *7**' 
Night an infinite Multitude of Devils furrounded 
him, filling all the Ak with their ugly Forms, &i 
fo "many black Clouds ; threaten him with Death, 

O 3 and - 
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and carry him away to the ray Jaws rf HeBL 
'Till at length St. Bartholomew comes to his AffifU 
ance, and commands them to carry him fafe 
Home*" N&v. Legend. AngL FoL 169. 

Nor can Mr. Wejley efcape the Attacks of thi* 
3 Joum. infernal Spirit. " Soon after receiving an Affurance 
M°> »'• ^* Forgiveneft,— The Enemy fuggefted, This can- 
not be F«rY4; For where is thy Joy ? — I was much 
buffeted with Temptations ; but cried oat, and they 
Bed away. They returned again and again. — 
The Enemy inje&ed a Fear, If thou doit believe* 
why is there not a more (enfible Change f — I an- 
fwered, (yet not I) That I know not. — Bat is not 
any Sort of Fear r continued the Tempter, a Proof 
that thou doll not believe ?" 

You obferve here a regular Converjation and 
Difcour/e between Satan and Mr. Wejley : — That 
Satan /poke to Mr. Wbitefeld, and threatened him: 
—Had the Impudence to /peak to Mr. Seward, and 
terrify him with a Paffage in Scripture. And elfe- 
Lettere. where " the Devil perfuades them to go no further % 
~ and they have great Reafiming with Satan." 

And does not this give too much Encouragement 
to the many fabulous Tales, with which Fopifi> 
Legends are fluffed, of vifble andperjonal Appearance* 
»f Devils to their §abtts, of their Combats Hand to 
Band, and Difcourfes in an articulate Voice, &c. £ 
True Chatholks, i. e. ignorant and credulous Peo- 
|le, firmly believed thefe Tales. The Methodifli 
perhaps are not much wifer \ and may be equally 
ready to conflrue fuch. Expreulons in a literal 
Senfe. 

One more Satankal Operation I matt* mention in? 
this Place, becaufe Mr. Wejley was concerned in it : 

Hfr 
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He relate* the Cafe of " feveial breaking-out into 3 J<""a« 
horrid Fits of Laughter ; — buffeted by Sato* !■••**• 
by fuch. a Spirit of Laughter, as they could in no p^ts! 
wife refift, though it was Pain and Grief unto them ; 
—One laughing, 'till sdmok/trangled: — Some were 
offended, and would not believe but they could 
help laughing, if they would : — But God fuffered 
Satan to teach them better., They were fuddenlj 
feized in the fame Manner, laughing almoft without 
ceafing. Thus they continued for two Days, a 
Spectacle to all. — And both himfelf and Brother 
had been buffeted in the fame Manner, when they 
walked out to flag Pfalnu in a Meadow. Nor 
could they poffibly refrain, tho' ready to tear 
themfelves in Pieces ; but were forced to go Home* 
without finging another Line." 

Though I am not convinced that theft Fits of 
Laughing are to be afcribed to Satan ; I entirely 
agree with Mr. Wefley, that they are involuntary 
and unavoidable} and don't in the lead queftion 
the Faffs. Phyfical Writers tdl us, that Laughing* . 
Fits are one Species of a Delirium, attending on 
fome Diftemferh and particularly on the Hypochon- 
dria, or Spleen, (tk^ffrhtcipal Ingredient of Enthu- 
fiafm) called by fome the Organ of Laughter* 
whence laughing People are (aid to vent them 
Spleen* 

I don't remember any of thefe Laughing-Fits 
among Papifis. But they were very common- 
among the French Prophets in their Agitations. 
Mr. Aubrey, in his Mifielianies, (Page 117) relates 
the fame Thing of Oliver GrotnvoelL ** Oliver* 
&y& he, had certainly this Afflatus. One that was. 
at the Battle of Dunbar told me that Oliver was> 
carried on with a Divine Impul/e : He did laugh fo 
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( 54 ) 
acceffivcly as if he had been drunk. — The fame' 
Fit of Laughter feized him juft before the Battle of 
Nafeby" 'Tis a Queftion undecided, whether 1 
Oliver was more of the Entbufioft, or the Hypocrite : 
And I prefume the Fits are no Proof of a good 
Caufe either in the Protestor, or the Metbodift. 

T took Notice before Kow the MetboSfts make 
Hell tremble y and 'Satan's Kingdom totter. No won- 
der therefore, if he rage borribly, and ftir up alf 
poffible Oppofition to their Progrefs. Hence Mrr 

3 Joura. Wbitefield affures us, that " the Devil painted him 
P»g. 79* in moft horrible Colours ; and raifed a Report 

4 Joura. that he was mad; — that, when he went to attack 
F8- 3°- the Devil in bis Jlrongeft Holds, the Devil would not 

5 Joura. permit the People to give him Audience ; — and 
«• 3 1 * that Satan endeavoured to interrupt -his- Preaching; 

by fending a Panic upon his* Audience in the 
midft of his Difcourfe." 

Hence too Mr. Wejley fays, that, while he was* 
4 Joum. preaching, " the Devil knew his Kingdom fhook, 
f»g. 37* and therefore ftirred up his Servants to ring Bells, 
Pag. 57. ^^ ma ^ e ^Noi/e. — Thte Prince of the Air made 
another Attempt in Defence of' his tottering King- 
dom ; great Numbers of Men' began to fpeak big,' 
P. 60. {welling Words : — The many-beaded Beaft began to- 
to roar again : — The Devil's Children fought vali- 
P. 82. antly for their Mafter. — One large Stone (many of 
which they threw) went'Joft over my Shoulder. 
P. 69. But no* one was- hurt in any Degree. For thy 
3 Joura. Kingdom ruletb over all. — One Man took up a great 
p*6* 91. Stone, which he many times attempted to throw. 
But that he could not do." 

To pafs over, at prefent thefe Intimations of ar 
miraculous Deliverance ; — we find the Spirits of 
Darknefs oppofing themfelves to Fanatical Popijb 
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Saints, and for the/am Reafon. " The Devils con- ¥***.*£ 
feiled, that St. Francis was the Man in the World j^°p' 
whom they moft feared ; the Manfent of God for,the 
Reformation of Mankind \ for which Reafon they 
plagued him to the utmoft of their Power ; — 
and that feveral Councils had been fummoned in 
JleJI, to confider how to deflroy, or put a Stop to, 
the Francifcans. — The De<vil$ knowing that Hell Conform, 
was to be deftroyed by him, *nd bis Society, — perfe- ^ 55 * 
cuted him a thoufand Ways, by Terrors, Calum- 
nies, perfonal Combats with him Hand to Hand ; 
once by flinging a large Piece of a Rock at bis Head, 
which the Saint made foft as Wax, by a Miracle, 
that it could not hurt him, &c. — Another time a 9ol«S4o« 
noijy Woman diflurbed his Preaching by beating a 
Cymbal-, but St. Francis bad the Devil take her* 
and inftantly he came, and carried her away." 

" The Devils looked upon the pious Ignatius as Rifefc* 
their irreconcileable Enemy, for refcumg Souls out *• 544* 
of their Hands, and made War with all his Fol- 
lowers" — I could add Hundreds of Infiances of 
fuch Diabolical Attempts againft the Religious Order* 
among Papifts, on Account of their doing fi much 
Good in the World, What Good they have done, can 
be no Secret to a Protefant. But 'tis to be hoped, 
our Jefuitical MethoSfts will fall very fhort of fuch 
goodly Confluences. Satan can't poflibly be their 
Mnany, if they proceed in the fame Method. 

$. 8. Another Rub in the Methodifts Way, and 
partly owing to the fame evil Spirit, is their fre- 
quent Complaint of fpiritttal Defertions> innjoarJl 
i&eadnejfe*, Dar&neffh, Dtynefi, Barrennefs, and in 
general a de/blate and uncomfortable State. Their

ptirt&iMs, and AJpftances of God, &c. thefe have" 
rehder'd their Enthufiafm violent and fiery, made 
their Bread like a burning.

But, as the 
Furnace can't always be kept up to fuch an un- 
common Heat; when the Fe*wel fails, and before 
freih Recruits are colle&ed ; a 1 Drynefs and Colanefs 
foon fucceed* : All is a fort' of Caput mortuum 
within, 9.- dead infipid Lump, when the 'volatile Spirits 
are exhauffed. 

this State of De/olation they fome times barely 
relate, and fomethnett impute it to the Efficiency of 
the Good, or of the Evil Spirit.

The fame State of Dereliction, &c. was the com- 
mon Lot of their ever-faithful Allies. " TJie ferfr -Conform. 
/£*V St. Francis was reduced to fo great Tribulation fol# 5> . 
by Satap s Temptations, and the IWV withholding 
his ufual Conizations, that he thought lie was 
forfaken of Cbrift ; — and that for feveral Months 
together.-^-Thejfcry St. Ignatius soften found all the BtrtoL 
liquid Pleafures of the inward Man quite dried P* ft °* 
away. A Woman quite deferted, and the Vein of Ibid. 
her fpiritual DelidoufneJ/es dried up in her Aridities, P* f* 1 * 
ft> that {he could not pray, or do any thing to re- 
cover her Sweetneffes, was reftored by Ignatius to 
her amorous Motions towards God* — A jefuit under Balingh. 
Defolations and Der^Mions was reftored by flying Aug * * 3# 
to the Bofom of Jefus and Mary. — M. of Pazzi had Br.Mon. 
a long Combat with the Princes of Darknefs ; was ay *** 
dry, • defolate, and deferted. — - St. Terefa for Two Ribaden. 
end Twenty Years had great Aridities ; — yet never V* 7*9* 
in all that Time defired more Comfort. — Mary of Life. 
Agreda was under fuch a fpiritual Defertion, that 
God for many Years did hide himfelf from her, 
withdrawing the RegaiVs and Joys of his Prefence" 
The Methods/Is, who complain fo often of their 
Vefirtions, and other occafional beje&ions, and 
gloomy Apprehenfions, would be very unwilling 
that we mould take Advantage of Mr. Whitef eld's 
Ailertion, " Let Men but love Chrift, and fpend y ounb 
their whole lime in his Service, and they willfnd no p . 7a# 
dull, melancholy Hours. Want of the Love of God 1 
take to be the chief Cau/e of Indolence and Vapours" 

Nor 
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Nor need we haftHy recur to the immediate Efficiency 
of zfupernatural Agency, celifiial or infernal. The 
Force of Diftemper and bodily Diforder will ezGly 
account for mod fuch dark and' difconfolate 
Thoughts. A difeafed Melancholy alone will fuffice, 
to which many pious and well-meaning People are 
fubjea. Mr. WMtefield himfdf in Effea imputes it 
3 Joornu . to Difeafe ; *' I was deferted, and then taken very 
p. %+,2$< m fa Body, vomited,, went to Bed, —quite ihut up, 
my Indifpofition ftill continuing. After this my Spi- 
rits revived, Body was ftrengthened, and God gave 
Lift* me Utterance.** — ** Maty of Agreda, befides^W- 
tual Defertions, and direful Temptations, was never 
free from one painful Diftemper or other? 9 The 
Defer Hon in both Cafes is connefted with the 
Difeafe. 

But even this Caufe is not wanted : After the 
Spirits have been wound up too high, and put 
upon extraordinary Efforts, a Weaknefc and De- 
preffion of courfe fucceed. And we may look upon 
Enthufiafm as a Kind of Drunk ennefs, filling and 
intoxicating the Brain with the heated Fumes of 
fpirituous Particles ; but no fooner do the Inebria- 
tion and Incalefcence go off, but a Sinking of the 
Spirits, a Coldnefs and Dulnefs, take Place : And 
the lower is the DepreJJion in proportion to the pre- 
ceding Elevation. 

And yet thefe very Defer Horn they can turn to 
Account ; and create a ftronger Notion among 
their Followers, that at other Times, and in their 
high Flights, they are more immediately in/fired, 
and receive extraordinary Supplies from Heaven. 

For a clearer and fuller Account of thefe occa<- 
fional Defertions, Ehhings and f, lowing*, Suuejfons of 
hot and cold Fits, — I would recommend to the

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Reader Dr. Henry Maris Difcourfi of Entbufiajk % 
Seft. 18. — This Traft fo truly defcribes the Na- 
ture, Canfh, and Kinds of Entbufiafin, that (wero

5. 9. Of the fame Nature, as an Interruption to

As to Mr. Wbitefield; — After his Jbameful (I mean 
Jbametefs) Account of his Struggles between Nature 
and Grace, and his Vicimtudes of the FraBice of 
Fiety and SenfuaHty j— - and his preaching with more 
or lefs Power, &c. — I fee not much of his doubting 
Gmfeience. He fwims fo fecurely on the Bladders 
*f bis Vanity 7 as to be in little Danger of Jinking. 
Something, however, of this Nature appears in 
his fifth Journal, p. 17 — 19. But Mr. Weftey, 
a Man of deeper Reflection, is much more era- 
harraffed, and tofled up and down with alternate 
Rifingj and Fallings* 

And he has often " taken Occafion to defcribe 4 Jonra. 
that Wildernefs-State, that State of Doubts and Fears, P a * 3«- 
tfhich fo many go through after tbey ha<ve received » 1 

Renriffion of Sins." Two horrible Inftances of 
this Cafe he gives, " of Perfons who, after many lb. p. 63* 
Years mourning, Were rilled with Peace and Joy in 
Vol. I. P believing; 
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believing; but fuddenly fuch a Cloud overwhelmed 
them, that they could not believe their Sins *vers 
forgiven at all, or that there was any fuck Thing 
as Forgivenefs of Sins, any Heaven or He/I, &c" 
Whether they ever returned to their Faith and 
Peace, we have no Account. — But let us fee what he 
fays of himfelf, and the Dif rations of his own 
Mind, 
j Journ. — « My Spirit revived ; fo that from this Day 
pag. 66* j na j n o more of that Fearfulnefs and Heavinefs, 
which before almoft continually weighed me down." 
And yet he writes in the very fame page, " I went 
to America to convert the Indians ; But oh ! who 
fhall convert me ! Who, what is he, that will de- 
liver me from this evil Heart of Unbelief 7 — I 
think verily, if the Go/pel be true, I awjafe. — / 
Jhevj my Faith by my Works. — But in a Storm I 
think, what if the Go/pel be not true ? — I have 
learned, that I, who went to America to convert 
P. 67- 70. others, was never converted myfelf — If it be faid, 
that I have Faith ; I anfwer, fo have th$ Devils. 

— Thrown into great Perplexities. — I cannot find 
in myfelf the Love of God, or of Cbrift. Hence 
my Deadnefs and Wanderings in Public Prayer. 
Hence it is, that even in the Holy Communion I have 
rarely any more than a cold Attention. — When I

— This Struggle between Nature and Grace 
continued above ten Years. — At length, my Heart 
was ftrangely warmed, — had an Affurance of For- 
givenefs.

— Was much buffeted ivith Temptations ; but 
cried out, and they fled away. They returned 
again, and again, &c. I afked Mr. Telchig, the 
Moravian, what to do ?

Yet on 
Wednefday did I grieve the Spirit of God: —Conti-

— Had 
ftill more Comfort and Peace and Joy \ on which, I 
fear, I began to prejume, — was thrown into Per- 
plexity by a Letter, averting, that no Doubting or 
Fear could confift with true Faith. — Begging of God a Jour*. 
to direct me, I opened my Teftament.— My weak **'* *?* 
Mind could not bear to be thus fawn a/under"— 
. Once more, " I preached, — but had no Life or 3 Joura* 
Spirit in me ; and was much in Doubt, whether **** 
God would not lay me afide, and fend other La- 
bourers into his Barvef.

And, 
the more he ftrove to extricate himfelf, the more was 
he intangled.—His Confeffor forbad him to give Ear 
to Scruples ; but what was to be reckoned a Scruple 
afforded new Matter of kfcrupuhus Enquiry ; every 
Thing to Minds thus Ul-affeBed affording Scruple 
and Doubt. So that he thought God was turned . 
from him ; and, as is ufual in thefe Streights, would 
eternally deftroy him. — Thus did the Devils wound 
him, as with fo many Arrows ; demolifhing his- 
holy Reft by anxious Thought's, and depriving him of 
his calm and ft ill Confidence in God, and filial Love. 
But this was their chief Aim, to drive him into 
Defpmr, and make him put an End to his Life. So 
that he was ftrongly led to throw himfelf out of 
the Window. Then he would needs ftarve himfelf, 
*tillhis Confeffor made him return to his ufual Re- 
frejhments. — And now he began to rejoice as a Con- 
queror : But fcarce were two Days elapfed, when a 
new unforefeen Tempeft arofe, of Scruples, Diffidence, 
Sadnefs, and Defpair, not more gentle than the Tor- 
ments of the Damned. — But in a little Time this 
fecond Tempeft eta fed. The Heaven of his Mind be- 
came calm and bright, and his Alacrity was more 
copious than before. — God gave him thefe Experi- 
ences, the Difcipline of which he was to deliver to 
others, ^Certainly, from thefe fo different and oppo- 
fite Vicijitudes of Soul, the irriguous and dry, the 
anxious and fecure, the fad and the chearful; he be- 
came fo well fkilled in thofe alternate Motions, 
wherewith the Divine Goodnefs actuates his own,

** At the Time fore-ordained 'by God, he raifed up 
a new Deborah, the perpetual Virgin Terefa, the Hefy 
and E left, to be wor/bipped and venerated by Papal 
Apoftolical Authority : — God having poured out die 
Abundance of his Spirit upon his Handmaid. — When 
but a Child, by reading the A3s of the Martyrs, /he 
burned with Defire to go into Africa, and ihed her 
Blood for Chrift. At twenty fhe $#w/Wherfelf to 
Chrift ; and for twenty-two Tears bore with invin- 
cible Patience the moft grievous Difeafes and Temp- 
tations, without any Refrefhment of fupematural 
Confolations.

forget her Sins. She moft ardently difrfted after 
Contumelies, Derifions, and Sufferings ; ft being her 
Jfcjfe, father tofisfer or dh. — She was fo watered

Left I fhould be puffed-up, and to prepare 
me for greater Degrees of Light, God has fent mp a 
Thorn in the Flejb.— God took off my Chariot -Wheels, 
I drove exceeding heavily 5 but this latter Part of 
the Week he has reftored me the Light of his Coun- 
tenance.

. As to thefe Viciffitudes ofWeaknefs and Strength, &c.

go on, and mend by Exercife and Action. I have 
found it fo myfelf, and fo have a hundred others; 
1 — The Change and Emotions in Mr. Whitefield, 
after being threatened and ahufed, may only Ihew

When the Spirits have mounted by Tranfports of 
Joy, we know they will naturally Jink. ■ And 
whenever Providence removes any of our Troubles 
and Sorrows, we hope we are not infenfible, or un- 
thankful. But, in all thefe Cafes, we leave to the 
Methodijls the Prejumption of bragging offuperna* 
tural strength, and a fort of miraculous Atteftation 
to their peculiar Miffion, and favoured Perfons ; —»- 
after the Model of their old JJfhiates. 
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« St. Catharine being Anqptaf £y Satan witk foot 
Images and impure Dreams, car IW afterwaftk 
fhewed himfelf to her. To whom (he moft loviagry 
complained, Jf&rr wore jmr, O dcareil Spoaie* 
that you did fo abandm me f She was a long Time 
afflicted with thefe abfurd and impure Images ; «*— 
and by the Devil's Infiigatkn a wicked Woman 
gave out, that St. Catharine was a fond and light 
Woman. But her Heavenly Speufe foon cam*, 
and brought her a vi&orimu Crown, — and ikmfatyk 
Accufer was compelled to acquit the Saint, and beg 
Pardon for the Slander, having feen a Vifim of hex 
in Brightnefs and Majefy. — The Devil ftill found 
Means of troubling her anew > but Chrift always 
comes in to deliver and recreate her, — - On which 
Account, as the Pope himfelf allures us, fhe would 
fay, When lam 'weak, them am I fining" — " The 
Devil railed terrible Storms and Oppositions agamil 
Ignatius-, bat his Jnfiitution took deeper Root by thefe 
Gmtradi&iens : — And when he was mofk votary and

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"Sometimes they defire, love, and pray for 
Disgrace, Hatred, all Manner of illU/age; com- 
plain of civil Treatment and kind Reception from 
their Friends ; can't be Chrifiians, unlefs they are 
generally, and almdft uni<verfally hated, Sec. At 
ether Times boaiHng of, and thanking God for, 
their Prefents, Entertainments, Benevolence, Bank- 
Bills, and comfortable Receptions j and uncommon 
Affe&ions towards them : — That the Number of 
their Enemies is inconfiderable, but their Friends 
cannot be numbered. Not without feeling and bitter 
Complaints of illVfdger 

Sometimes " they forefee Succe/s in Preaching, 
hcaufe they meet with fo much Oppojition : The 
Devil and his Agents are enraged, and endeavour to 
obftruft them ; therefore they hope, and know, 
that God has Work to do in this Place, &JV. Again, 
at other Times, they depend upon Succe/s, hecaufe 
they have little or no Oppojition : And nothing con- 
firms them more m their Opinion, that God is 
working * great Work upon Earth, than finding 
Perfonsof all Denominations ftruggling for them.— 
God has much People in this Place." 

One of them muft take a JVHd-Goofe-Chace to 
hunt for Chrift in Germany among the Moravians, 
and is going to the Country of the * Chrifiians. Re- 
tarns, and is convinced, that one need not travel 
'thither for Chrifiiamty. — He reprefents them in 
general in the blackeft Colours, — dares-in no wife join 
with them ; — becaufe their Scheme is in every Point 
refined immeafureahly beyond the plain Gojpel. 
Darknefs, and Clofenefs, and Guile, in almofi all ' 
their Words and Behaviour ; teaching for Doctrines, 
the Commandments of Men; Dealers in Sophifiry j 
and of all Men living the ivifeft in their Generation ;

detcftable. and pernicious Opinions, fcfr. -And y«t, 
Toum. not only doth Mr. Whiufield " .admir* their &«* 
P- 79- ' Simplicity? but Mr. ^/^r himfdf declares that 
« in the main they are fome of the beft People in 
the World, only wrong in a few Points. — They 
Jove God, and love one another, and excel in 
Sweetnefs of Behaviour : — Trample under the 
Luft of the Fleih, the Loft of the Eye, and the 
Pride of Life. His Love and Efteem of them in- 
creafes more and more ; he even marvels how he 
can abftain from joining them. His own Difctpks 
among the Metbodifis go over to them in Crowds. 
But mil Methodifm is the ftrongeft Barrier againft 
the Moravian Do&rines and Principles." The Afo- 
ravians juftly charge him witji this Incwjtfttny of 
Behaviour : And we may fafely defy him, with 
all his Subtleties and Dijiix&iom, to clear himfelf. 
How commonly do we find pur Metbodifis full- 
fwelled with Vanity and Pride, Boailings, Haugh- 
tinefs and Arrogance ? In a little Time th$y feej 
a Comfunaion ; the Bladder is ppk&ed, (banks and 
fhrivels ; and they fall into the mouYlowVy and ab- 
jeft State of Vilenefs and Notbingne/s. 

Books are publiihed, (as The CJ>ara3ervf 41 M+- 
thodifi, Sec.) wherein thofe of this Se£i are de&ribed 
as having all the Virtues and Grates that can adern 
or exalt the Chrifiian ProfeJ/ion ; as the mildeft and 
meekeft, the moft humble, loving, charitable, and 
innocent Creatures upon Earth. And, on 4hQ con- 
trary, read but their own Accounts in their Jour- 
nals; 
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&&; and you find them wafpifli and peeviih, cen- 
tering and condemning all the World, except them- 
/Mots* and among tbemfekves, jealoufies, Envyings, 
DmfioAs, Quarrels, pevpetual Broils, Confufions, and 
mutual Condemnations ; with various other Irregu- 
larities and Vices. — And fuch is the Cafe with' 
die Religious Orders in the Romsjb Communion : 
Each of them is the heft, failed: of Saints, and" 
mod adapted to promote God's Glory ; all are bate- 
fid and bating one another ; and all firmly united ia 
the Spirit of Enthufiafm, and carrying on the Fana- 
tical Fopperies and Errors of Popery, to the infup- 
portable Injury of Chriftendom. 

They fet out upon the Footing of uncommon 
Sanfiity, and carrying the Duties of Religion to the 
higbeft Pitch ; but neverthelefs are fond of pub- 
lifting their Faults, and declaring themfelves the 
Qteateft of Sinners : Which muft beget in their Be- 
lievers an exalted Notion of their Humility. — Juft 
hkcMary of Posad i " who, tho' the Nuns were j^fe 
folly fatisfied of her Perfections, loved to tell her §• 4 6 « 
Weahnejfes and Faults, to fliew her Humility" — Or 
St. Francis, " who delighted in blazing abroad his £ ona - 
/W/j, and calling himfelf the grtateft Sinner in the ventur. 
World; whereby his Brethren flood amazed at his "?' 6a 
marvellous Humility." 

Sometimes they will vapour and hector, and 
their Courage is fo fl?arp^whettea\ that, in exprefs 
Words, they proclaim " a& offenfive War agamft Wefley, 
&«ta» 5 and fear neither Men nor ZVwTr ; are ready i Journ. 
to leap into a J*r»/jg Furnace, or Zk* ^ Z*«w; pag * 6? ' 
and go to Ahyffinia or Gfe/w* ; are fo far from fear- 
ing Death, that they w#& for it. Bat the Keen- 
nefs of the J&£* * j Jbon blunted* They are every 
Moment afraid of meeting the Devil ; are full of 

Q^s dreadful • 
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dreadful Apprehenfions of Defigns againfi their 
Lives, and that the Clergy intend to murtber them.— 
In Time of Ranger, they have fo little Faith as to 
be a/raid. Let Death look me in the Face, and 
my Spirit is troubled. In a. Calm flout enough ; 
but in a Storm returns, a Fearfuhte/L Oh I. who 
will deliver me from this Fear of Death !" 

On$ Day, " Their preachments are fo powerful 
as to be. irreftftible, — a Hammer that breaks the Rock 
in Pieces, — a mighty Wind caufing a prodigious 
Shock ; — they fancy they can (hake the Earth out 
of its Place. — God fends them to preach, and it is 
their bounden Duty." The next Day, perhaps, 
" they, preach with, great Reluclance, have no 
Ptpwer, Life, or Spirit. — They propofe making 
them/elves oat of their Places* intend to leave off, 
and fear that God has dropfd them. Ch. Wefley in? 
tended to preach no. more, and actually left off; for 
which his Enemies jeered him, as becoming fill. 
But he re-affumed his Office ; according to his Bro- 
ther's Prophecy, that he fhould roufe himfelf like 
Sampfon, and be avenged on his Enemies." 

Agreeable to this are their alternate Fits of Lo- 
quacity and Silence : Dumb, 'till the Ceremony is over 
of opening their Mouths. " I was retrained by. God 
from Writing and Preaching. I mentioned my 
Cafe to a Clergyman. He faid I was an Entbufiafi. 
At laft this Patfage of Scripture was prefled much 
upon my Heart, We affaycdto go to Bithynia, but 
the Spirit fuffered us. not, — And I found a Quotation 
out of Exekiel, that young Prophet, Thou Jhalt be 
dumb ; but when I jpeak unto thee, then Jhalt thou 
fpeak. This made me quite eajy. — The next 
Morning, Speak out, Paul, caine with great Power 

tQ 
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to my Soul. Immediately Go J {pake to me by his 
Spirit, and I was no longer dumb" 

Thus, yon fee> he is quite eajy, Hands clear of 
Inthufiajm ; and no doubt too of Prefumption, in 
comparing himfelf with Prof bets and Jpoftles. ■

Tis a general Thing to fee them carried up to 
Heaven, by Gufts and Tranfports of Di<vine Joy 5 
and immediately down again to the Deep, almoft 
fwallowed up with Darknefs and Sorrow. And I 
could bring Troops of eminent Popi/h Saints to 
bear them Company, befides thofe before men- 
tioned. 

A large Share of thefe Vicijjtludes of Eihings and ' 
Flowing* no doubt proceeds from the very Nature of 
Inthufiafm, which can never be at Reft ; but is 
faverfe in different Perfons, and inconftant in the 
fame Perfon ; fubjeft to numberlefs Variations, ac- 
cording to the Kind and Degree of that Diforder of 
Body, or Paffion of the Mind, which creates the- 
'Entbufiafm, and which is fo frequently caufed by 
Indiftretion, and increafed by Indulgence, The Be- 
haviovr changes, in proportion as the Humours, the 
Melancholy, the Phlegmatic, the Choleric, the San- 
guine, are more or lefs predominant. And therefore 
the Cafe may be thought rather- to deferve-Gww- 
t*Hhn than Blame. ' 
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$. iz. But the UethoSftt muft excufe me, i£ 
the fame Allowance is not made, where Art and 
Cunning and Sophiftry manifeftly appear ; when; 
hard preiTed by Argument and Objections, they run. 
themfelves into Inconftftency and StlfcontradiBion, 
merely to. ferve a prefent Turn ; and occafionalljfi 
either defend, or. give up, fome of their. Favourite 
Notions, and Principal Points* 

Tis a Matter of.no great Moment, if Mr. Wefiey^ 

at one Time declares for a difinterefied Love of God ; 

and in arguing againft the Moravians declares, that

But 'tis a confiderable Offence to charge another 
'wrongfully, and contradid himfelf about the DoQrine 
3 J<w« f AJfurances. " I went to the Reverend Mr. Bed- 
pa6 ' * ford, to tell him of the Injury he had done both to 
God and his Brother, by Preaching and Printing^ 
that very voeak Sermon on AJJurance, which is an 
Ignoratio Elenchi (an Ignorance, of. the Point in 
Queftion) from Beginning to End. Seeing the 
Afifurance, W £ preach is of quite another Kind from 
that he writes againft. We fpeak of an AJfitrance 
of our prefent. Pardon y not (as he does) of our. final 
Perfeverance? Mx-Wejley might have confidered, 
that, when they tajk,in general of Affurance of Par* 
don and Salvation, the World will be apt to under-? 
ftand the Words in their ufiial and obvious Meaning, 
as extending to our Eternal State-, and indeed 
that prefent Pardon and Salvation are of fin all Mo- 
ment, if we are finally to perijb. — But after all, 
h.9w ftands the Fait ? Mr. Wbitefield, in expre/l 
5 JoMm. Words, prays for " an Affurance of Eternal Sal- 
h Hf vatisn, as one of the Privileges of Chriffs Fol- 
lowers" 
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fatten" And I have a more Unexceptionable Evi- 
dence, even Mr. Wejley himfelf ; whp in his Sermon 
en Free Grace allows and teaches, that " many* $. 13; 
very many, have that Witnefs of the Spirit, that ,4 > f * 
Affurance of Faith, which excludes all Doubt and 
Fear^ concerning their Future Perfevermnee 1 that a 
full Affurance of Faith doth not neceffarily imply a 
Full Affurance of our Future P erf ever ance ; but he. 
owns, and afferts, that Affurance of the future is 
Jometimes joined to that of prefent Pardon ; and that 
fame have both the one, and die other. One, who, 3 Journ. 
long continued in Sin, received a full, clear Senfe. p * *** 
of God's pardoning Love, wkh Power to Jin no 
more" And now what becomes of his Charge 
againft Mr. Bedford t And is it not mere E<vaftott to 
fay afterwards, " This is not properly an Affurance.

With what pertinacious Confidence have lmpulfes y 
Impreffions, Feelings., Transports of fenfible Joy, l$c. 
been advanced into Divine Calls, Commiflions, 
Directions, and certain Rules of Condudt ; Proofs 
of Sins forgiven, Juf if cation, and Salvation en- * 

fured ? How have they been convinced by inward 
Feeling, the. mofi Infallible of all Proofs ? And yet 
they have been compelTd \>y Argument to bring 
this down to a fort of inward Confcioufnefs, which 
np body denies: To tcJi their Societies, " that Wefley, 
they were not to judge of the Spirit whereby any 3 J *!* 
one {poke, by their own inward Feelings ; — nor by 
Dreams, Vijions, jot Revelations, fupppfed to be made, 
to their Souls j — being all of a doubtful, dilutable 
Nature ; might come from God, and might »a/."«— 
To complain of " a Spirit of Enthufiafm breaking, 
out among themfelves ; many charging their own 
Imaginations on the Will of God, and that not writr 

ten, 
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Hn, but impreffedon their Hearts. — If thefe iSw- 
frejftons be received as the Rule of A3ion, inftead of 
die Written Word, I know nothing fo tricked arnt 
abfurdbvX we mar fall into, and that without Xt~ 
medy." Thefe are Mr. Wefley\ Words, who lik*- 
4,Journ. wife accufeth the Moravians, " of fubfthuting an, 
p, 108-9. uncertain, precarious, inward Motion, in the Place 
of the plain written Word" 

And thus hnprefftons, Feelings, &c. are fometimes 
fure Guides and infallible Proofs : Sometimes again, 
not only uncertain, precarious, and enthufiafttc ; but 
unavoidably productive of the utmoft Wickednefs and 
Abfurdity. And what mull their Followers do, 
. among whom thefe Things have been fo much 
inculcated, who have been taught to depend upon- 
diem? 

" Mr. Hammond, (another of their Teachers) 
after he had at large pleaded for feeling the Holy 
Spirit, yet owned at laft, That fome People are 
filled with a great deal of Joy, and experience fud- 
den Flafhes of Comfort, which they take to be from 
die Spirit of God. But how frequently do they de- 
ceive themfelves? Thofe warm Emotions of the 
Mind often proceed from the State and Difpofttiou 
of the Body, — the Temperature of the Blood and 
Animal Spirits. — Young Con-verts are very apt to 
afcribe to the Operation of the Holy Ghojl what is ow- 
ing to the Mechanifm of the Body. — The Hafly, the- 
Carelefs and Unguarded are in mo ft Danger of being 1 
carried away with falfe Joys, and imaginary Tranf- 
pprts" Set Church's Farther Remarks, P. 128, 129. 
You fee here how the Force of Truth will fome- 
times break out, among other Eruptions of thefe Fa- 
natical Heads ; and extort a ConfeJ/ion of the very 
Things, of which their Adverfaries have accufed- 

them, 
Z 
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them, (iriz.) impofing mere Imagination una* Dif- 
temper upon the World for the Sacred DieJates of 
the Holy Gboft. They tell you, " The Hafy, the 
Carelefs and Unguarded are mofi in Danger of doing 
it. 9 ' Who then among them can be fafer For 
who, but Perfons of fuch a Chara&er, or a- worfy 
can ever be of their Set? ? 

i, 13. Among fo much Saying and Un/aying, 
would you believe likewife that btjpiration, and the 
extraordinary Coils and Guidances of the Holy Gboft* 
fhouid be given up f and the Comer-ftone of their 
Spiritual Pretences be removed by their own Hands ? 
This, however, feems to be the Cafe. We have 
Mr. Wbitefield's Confeffion in the Mowing Words : 
*' As to an Extraordinary Call, I claim none, other- 7 J«o«» 
wife than the Apo flies Injunction, As ive have Op- 
portunity, let us do Good unto all Men? What he 
hath claimed was fully fhewn before : What he 
gives back appears now. " I know too much of Letter to 
the Devices of Satan, and the defperate Wicked- Lo n do n 
ne£s and Deceitfulnefs of my own Heart* not to be pig. 14. 
fenfible, that I am a Man of like Faffions with 
others $ and confequently may have fometimes mis- 
taken Nature for Grace, Imagination for Revela- 
tion, and the Fire of my own Temper for the 
pare and {acred Flame of holy Zeal, which com* 
cth from God's Altar." Sufficient Acknowledg- 
ment this, that he has fometimes been miftaken as 
to his high Pretenfionsi that he can't be Jure, nvben 
he is miftaken, and when not; nor confequently 
be fure that he. is not always miftaken. And what, 
an ignorant and blind Guide has he been to his Fob 
Ivwert? But farther,,

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Renwrfcs i n hfe kft Performance he has clearly and ex- 
*' 3S * prefsly £#w» up the Print. « — Wild-Fire has been 
-mixed with my Zeal ; and I find I hive frequently 
wrote and fpoke too orach in my *w» Spirit, when 
I thought I was writing and fpeafcing entirely by 
the Affiftance of the Spirit of God. — I have like- 
wife too much made Impreffions, without the writ- 
ten Word, my Rule of Ading." — Here you fee 
Mr. WhiteJSeid's direct Confeffion of his being a 
Deceiver $ of having drawn away People by Vari- 
ety of Untruths, and in Cafes of the ' laft Concern. 
And will they ftill adhere to him ? Or is he to be 
believed in any Thing ? fiat more of this in the 
Preface. 
Anf. to Mr. We/ley's Concefpons on this Head are not in* 
efcurth, deed fa clear and exprefs, but rather ambiguous and 1 
P*3 , >39* wa/fo,, without confeffing or denying. Being 
charged with Entkufiafm, he fays, " Yon are to- 
prove (what I conceive you have not done yet J that 
my Conduct is fuch, as is only to be juftified by the 
Suppofition of an Extraordinary Divine AJfiftance.—^ 
I claim no other Direction of God's, but what is 
common to all Believers. — No otherwife infpired 
th&n you are, if you. love Gcd—I never faid, that 
what' I do is to be accounted the Work of God? 
Being charged with alledging a miraculous Inter - 
pofitdon of Providence in his Favour, he re- 
Pag. 24. plies, " Let it pafs then as a Trijk not worth 
relating." 

I am far from thinking that in thefe dubious 
Expreflions he defigns to gieve up any of his higk 
Claims. And 'tis eafy to fee what Shifting and 
Referves may be ready at Hand either Way, a»* 
Occafion fhall require; what different Conitai&ions 
may be put upon the Words among his own Society,

and when engaged in C<mt*w*rjy> But refemhg 
miraculous Gifts for their more proper Flaee, I Ifaall 
leave him to (hake Hands wkh his Friend St. Ig- 
natius $ who, after ibtne RwnhUngs up and down 
under the Colour ipf Infpiratie*, was clofely f ar/fr- 
onedfy Authority Mt Salanumc*, « Whether he was 
really inspired by the Holy Ghoft, or not ?" Some 
Writers fay, that he did then own himfelf not h- 
Jpired. The Jtfuits will not allow fo much ; but that 
he would give no mother Anfwer than this, " We 
have talked enough of it."

This De/ujtory Conduct puts one in Mind of the 
JVlan in Martial, who Wftuld often furreptitioufly 
intrude himfelf into the Seats in the Theatre belong- 
ing to the Order of Knighthood, to which he had 
no Right ; and was as often ferreted out by the 
Beadle, and taught to ft*nd among the Populace. 
At length he cunningly gets a Sort of Half-Seat at 
the End of a Bench; where he boafts to the

Yea, at this Mo- 
ment, I feel no more Love to him than to one I bad 
never beard of? Obferve, Reader, by the Way, 
this is tbe Man who. charges our Religion as no bet* 
farther ter than " the Turkijb Pilgrimages to Mecca, or the 
£*fo'. Po &fi Worjbip of our Lady at Loretto, What elfe, 
adds he, can be faid even of Prayer (Public or 
Private) in the Manner wherein you generally per- 
form it ? As a Thing of Courfe, running round and 
round, in tbe fame dull Track, without either the 
Knowledge, or tbe Love of God; without one Heavenly 
Temper? — But what Scat of Heavenly Temper u 
his f How can he poffibly, confidently with Charity, 
call this our general Performance ? How poffibly, 
without being Omnifiient, affirm that we pray 
without one Heavenly Temper ? or know any Thing 
at all of our Private Devotions ? How monftrous is 
all this from the Man, who owns that he him/elf 
even in the Holy Communion has rarely no more than 
a cold Attention, — in the Higbeft hftances no 
Senfe of God y s Love ? Let his own Exclamation 
be the Jnfvuer, " Oh ! what Mockery of God is 
this!"

Nor need we at all wonder at fuch wicked and 
unbelieving Thoughts arifmg in the Minds of fuch 
fi&uating and inconfifient Perfons. Tis bttta ge- 
nuine and ufual Effect of Entbufiafin. Cool Reajbn 
and plain Scripture are hud afide : Variety of wild 
Fancies and Opinions croud in, and diftrad the 
Head $ Impreffiom and Feelings require to be liftened 
*o> and made a Rule. Men, who in Imagination 
fie/ent of God, and about bis grand Work, are in 
limes of Danger and Diftrefs particularly alarmed : 
Things not going to their Mind, and Heaven feem- 
ing to fail them, prefently ftart up Doubts and 
D&rufo of the Being, at Providence of God, who 
maintains not bis own Caufe. So that the moft im- 
pious Suggeftione will in their Turn get nppermoft, 
and remain uppermoft too, and even make die 
ftronger and more lofting Lodgment, as 'tis the very 
Nature of Entbufiafm to be bead-ftrtmg andpofitive. 
Our Metbodifts may reckon thefe Aflauks of Infi- 
delity for a Part of the Throws of Regeneration, and 

all 
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aB to be done away by fettled Belief, tad AJfarances 
of Salvation. But they will certainly be apt to re- 
turn, according to the Variation and SuccefEon of 
their Fancies, Humours, Difeafes, and Pajfions. The 
Methodifts fometimes tells us, that Satan is very bufy 
in driving them to Extremes. Burtolus fays, " That P. *a. 
the David fent his Life Guards, the Affections of the 
black Bile, (i. e. melancholy Enthufiafm) to impel 
St. Ignatius upon Meafures contrary to the Love of 
God, &c." Many learned Writers have fhewn, that 
as Enthufiafiic and Superjlitious Ferfons are, in many 
Cafes, prone to Atheifm ; fo Atheifin often partakes 
of Enthufiafm and Suferflition ; — and that, like Ice 
and Water, they beget one another. Dr. H. More'* 
firft Seclion againft Enthufiafm (hews " the great 
Affinity and Correfpondency betwixt Enthufiafm 
and Atheifm ; which, though they feem extremely 
oppofite, yet in many Things very nearly agree ; 
and are commonly entertained fuccejfivelj in the 
fame Bnafi. For that Temper which difpofes a 
Man to liften to the raagifterial Dictates of an over* 
bearing Fancy, — very eafily gives Harbour to this 
mfebievous Guefi -, and will as confidently reprefent 
to their Fancy, that their is No God, as ever it was 
represented that there is one" — " Si nonfiatim re- B urtono f 
Uvantur, faith " Merfennus, dubitant anfitDeus; If Meiaach. 
they be not relieved forthwith, they queftion whe- 
ther there be any God-, becaufe they have not, as 
they think, their Deferts" 

J. 15. All that ofpofe them, however, are like 
to have their Deferts ; if we may depend upon the 
Denunciations of that Uncharitable Spirit ; the next '

As a Proof however that Mr. Wefley can fpeak, 
and in hitter Words too, in the Fulnefs of bis Heart, 
j J«im. he brings himfelf to Confefjion. " By the moft /«. 
** 8 * ** fallible of Proofs, Inward Feeling, I am convinced 
of Unbelief, — of Pride, — of grofs Irrecolletfion,— 
of Levity and Luxuriancy of Spirit, — by fpeaking 
Words not tending to edify ; but moft, by my Man- 
ver of fpeaking of my Enemies." Such Confeffions 
might be confidered as the Effeft of tender Con- 
ferences, frequently apt to overcharge themfelves ; if 
their Writings did not fu-fficiently prove the Charge. 
For, not to repeat their Calumnies againft their / re- 
threw -, — nor to foreftall their Rancours among them-

look into the latter Part of Mr. Wefley% farther 
Appeal, and he will find enough of uncharitable and 
damnatory Clau/et \ difpatching all Mankind to Hell 
(as far as lies in human Power) who are not Metbe- 
^/fo.— Not thofe in genera/, as they would pretend, 
who are void of a due Love to Gcd and Man, who 
believe not in Chrift, and keep not his Command- 
mtntt, and promote not Repentance and Reformation : 
But all who fubmit not to their /pedal Dijpenfation 
of Methodifm. " They are infpired, taught of God, 
Jut by God, upon God's Errand, to make a Tender 
of his loft Offers, his laft Call to a guilty Land. 
The Apparatus of Providence in employing the two 
Wefleys is Jurprixing ; they can't devife what Man- 
ner of Men would be more unexceptionable on all 
Accounts. — All their Ofpofers are labouring heartily 
m the Caufo of Hell. Thofe who would hinder 
People from joining them, or would . bring them 
back, are mofi inexcusable; they are Bla/phemers, 
openly fight againft God, fig^t under the Devil's 
Banner, are taking Part nvith the Devil againft God. 
—Some Honourable Oppojen, whom they defire to 
be exoufed from naming, are vmje than the Scum 
of CeewwaU, die Rabble of Bilfi* and Darlefton, 
the wild fieafts of Wolfed, and the Turnkeys of

§. 1 6. Of the fame Uncharitable and Prefump* 
tMUi Nature is their application of Divine Judgment** 
and accounting diverfe Misfortunes and Afftifiions, 
which'vbefall private Perfons, or the Nation, as fo 
many extraordinary Punijhments, and penal Prodigies, 
for their Opposition to themfehves, or their Caufe. 
They are the Favourites, for whom all is done. 

Whether Mr. Wkitefield has often taken upon

This has been 
repeated fo often, that 'tis furprixing any Man of 
Senfe can avoid taking Notice of it. — What re- 
mains but the Fulfilling of that dreadful Word—V\ 
BokUand confident as he is, I can't imagine how 
it was pojfible any one fhould obferve what never 
was, i. e. any Public Attempt to fupprefs the Metho* 
difls. And 'tis furprixing any Man of Senfe can 
avoid taking Notice of fuch rank Entbufiafm, and 
groundltfs Application of Judgments. Suppofe esc 
fliould ajk him, What Public Attempt there was, 
or any Thing like it, to raife up or favour the Metbo- 
difts, before the Nation was blejfed, and relieved by , 

the Battle of Culloden ; what tolerable Anfwer 
could he make i This is the Way of them. All 
Heaven muft be interefted and pafiionately con- 
cerned to fupport their wild Freaks, to gratify their 
/our Humours, and bring forth its Artillery at their Beck. 
The Fly fitting upon the Chariot-v^eel, cries out,

Bat to retain to die Comparifon. This Unchari- 
table and Prejumptmus Sin of denouncing Damna- 
tion, and applying Judgments, has been the general 
Method ami Mark of Entbufiafts, efpecially die cruel 
ones of the Papacy, Their Damning all out of the 
Pale of their own Communion is a known Truth. 
De Not. And Bellarmins fourteenth Mark of the True Church 
Bcdef. ^ « The unhappy Death or End of thofe who op- 
***' X7> pofe it." Where he does not forget that impudent 
l^e concerning Calvin, that he died coiling upon the 
Devil, turfing and bUjpbemsng. It were eafy to 
produce Legions of Pepijb Saints packing away their 
Enemies to Hell, and feeing Vifims of them there in 
Torment \ and none of their Oppofers ever projpered. 
Fol.iji. In the Book of Conformities we have M a Lift of 
thofe, upon whom the Judgments of God, and Male- 
diBion of Chrift, fell for oppugnatbtg St. Francis^ 
and his Order , and taming Apofiates from it. Of 
finer Preachers, who declaimed intemperatery 
againft the Society, one fell down dead in going up 
into the Pnlpit, another was killed by a Fait front 
tor Mule, a third died a mijerahle Death, and the 
fourth hegged Pardon en his Knees. *— Two Preben- 
daries, and fome Bi/hops, underwent God*t Judg- 
ments for perfecting them, whofe Names (fays the 
Author) I conceal, becaufe they are lately dead."

Martyr. We have an Inftance of this Kind of Summons 
Frenetic. j n onc jfr a / fer Bruges, a Francifcan ; who being 

either depofed, or fufpended, by Pope Clement V, 
wrote a formal Citation of his Holinefs to appear at 
the Tribunal ofCbrift precifely on fuch a Day $ and 
on his Death-Bed ordered hirofelf to be Buried 
with this Citation in his Hand, And behold a Ms\ 
rack t The Citation could by no Force be pulled out 
of his Hand. — The Pope fied on the Day prefixed. 

§. 1 8. And may I not be allowed to mention, 
as fome Qbje3ion to Metbodifin, and Stumbling-Block 
in its Way, their Violation and Contempt of 
Order and Authority ; their Usurpation of the Powers* 
wherewith their Superiors are legally invefted, and 
fetting up an Independency ? They fet out originally 
with Decency and Order ; afked Leave for the Pulpit; 
had it, and might have kept it fHU, had not their 
Reproacbings of the Lender > their Enthufiafic and 
dangerous Peculiarities, &c. made it neceflary to r/« 
fufe it. Hence they are refolved to be revenged '; 
and holding forth in unlicensed Places, and without 
a Licenfe themfelves, fay, " they can't die in Peace, 
without bearing Testimony againft the Uncbrifian 
Principles and Practices of thofe Priefts of Baal,

1 * — Greatly faid, and in the true Spirit of 
Martial Enthufiajm ; in Conformity to the true 
Spirit of Contumacy and Contradi&ion, 'when he de- 
clares, " The more I am bid to hold my Peace, 3 Joura. 
the more earneftly will I lift up my Voice like a *■* **• 
trumpet" 

Aflt Mr. Wefley, by what Authority he preaches ? 
nc replies, " By the Authority of Jefus Chrifi, tjouro. 
committed to me by the Archbijhop of Canterbury, ™* $*• 
Take thou Authority to freach the Gofpel." And fo 
far all is well/ But put him in Mind of the Limitation 
in the following Words, " in the Congregation 
where thou ihalt be lawfully appointed thereto/* 
away Hies die Archhijbofs CotnmiJJum, and you foon 
lave him burfting out into an Enthufiafiic Rant: 
" I look upon Alt the World as my Parijb : — This P*g. 56. 
is the Work which I knew God has called me to/' 
— [See Condua of the Methodifis, Page 11, 12.] 
And what Signifies a limited ComrniJJion to the brave 
Mr. Wlitefield, " when God thews him it is his Duty, 
not to fix in any particular Place F % What figmfies 
Any Subordination, when he can aflume the Dignity 
Of a Primate ? " If a Bijhop commit a Fault, I 5 Joura, 
wiH ten him of it/ 1 w 37- 

Hence they commence a new and independent 
Government ; appointing Bands and Societies, with 
Suptrintendants, Exhorters, Moderators, zsAVifitors. 

Hence they take upon them, I do not fay to Wefley, 
ordain, but to appoint, and gyve Authority to, Per- 4 J oura * 
fims, who (in their own Words) are neither Bi~ p * 57# 
Jhops, Ptiefis, or Deacons, to preach the Word : 

Common 
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Common Mechanics, Women, and Boys, are a&ually 
employed in this Minifiry of Public Preaching, 
without any human Qualifications. Mr. Wejley fays, 
Father that " We cannot but own, that God gave Wifdom 
Appeal, f rom j^ye to thefe unlearned and ignorant Men ; 4b 
that the Work of the lord profpered in their Hands." 
But it requires no extraordinary Gift of dtfcerning 
the Spirits to fee, how eafily fuch Perfons, by 
Means of proper Difcipline, learning the Cant of the 
Party, a tolerable good Jffurance, and Fluency of 
Words, may fet up for Circumforaneous Holders* 
forth ; and (what in Fad is true) make no Scruple 
of making their Boaft of being Injpired; thereby 
collecting a Maintenance, and chouiing the Igno- 
rant of their Money. 

Hence, laftly, upon Occafion they can pro- 
nounce the Sentence of Excommunication, and with 
4 Journ. an Authority equal to the Papal: " I John Wejley, 
M» 73* by the Confent and Approbation of the Band-So- 
ciety in Kingswood, do declare the Perfons a|x>ve- 
mentioned to be no longer Members thereof" 

I might here take Notice of the irregular and 
unjufiifiahle Behaviour of fome of their Followers at 
the Holy Communion. I fpeak from perfonal Know- 
ledge, and can produce other Evidence, that fome- 
times, a little before the delivering of the Elements, 
three or four together will take it in their Heads 
to go away : — That fometimes, while the Sentences 
of the Offertory were reading, they have called out 
to the Minifier, whofe Duty it was to carry about 
the So/on, (though they were at Liberty to give, 
or not give) reproaching him for afking Alms of 
them : — That fometimes, when the Minifier las 
, delivered the Bread into their Hands, inftead of 

eating it, they would Hip it into their Pockets. 

This 
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This was often the Cafe, unlefs they were well 
^matched. Whether they tafted the Wine, or no, I 
can't fcy. 

Thefe, I prefime, are Perfons, who (after the 
Example of their f tocher) M can't find in them- 
felves die Love of God, or ofChrif-, that rarely 
tore* in the ft^r Communion hare any move than a 
cold Attention \ or, like J£ of Posad, come to tho 
Wi ft4A wfo* D$g^/ «af Difatis/a/tiens" 

Prom federal of thefe Particnlars we mould be* 
jdMed m toning Mr. Wefitfz own Expreffion 4 Jo«n« 
upon die Metbotifts: « This is to afle&, not Free- **' 43% 
Aw, bat Independency" And yet, aotwithftanding 
iaeJi Mijtehoviour, they bitterly complain of the 
Clergy and Umverfities, for oppofing their Proceed- 
ings % and are furprized that every Man in his 
Senses dart, without die leaft Hefitation, join them. 

Let us now fee whether they have not Precedents, 
according to Cuftom* among their old Friends. 

Pope Gregory relates in his Dialogues, « That St. Lib. i, 
Eeuiiius being reprehended for miming about every wp ' +* 
Where, and preaching without Orders, or a Licence, 
proved his Licence from a /*/#* «/* a» -dug*/, pat* 
tmg a Lancet into his Month, and faying, Behold, 
I have pat my Words into ihj Mouth \ go forth and 
preach" From that Time he could not hold his 
Ptace. — St. Francis at firft was fo modeft, and fob- Conform. 
miftVe to Authority, that he was refolved himfelf, **• *lf* 



and enjoined his Brethren, never to preach without *^ 
Leave of the Diecejan, and Minifier of the Parijb* 
They denying him, his Brethren advi&d him to 
get a FAf«6jr from die Pope, for the Salvation of 
Souls. But the &w*/ told them, " he intended to 
convert the whole World.; which would be eftc&ed, 
by their San&ity, Hum/ity, and Obedience" But 
Vol. I. S this 
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this humble Pofture of Mind did not laft lorig V 
Conform. «' For he called a Chapter, and appointed Preachers 
frl« H7» f w way Province ; and fent them out to their 
refpe&ive Places, giving them a Licence, whether 
Clerics or Laymen, whoever of them had the Spirit 
of God, and Gift of Preaching* — And afterwards 
he enlarged their Commijfion, appointing them to 
preach in India, and through the 'whole World* For 
it was revealed to him from the Lord* that every 
Corner of the Earth was to hear the Sound of their 
Bow- Preaching^ At length, however, " he thought 
ventur. proper to apply to the Pope, who confirmed his Or- 
ca^ 3. * der, and commanded little Crowns to be made for 
his Lay-Brethren, that they might freely preach the 
Word of God.— It had indeed been like wife revealed 
Conform, to him, that the poifimus Iniquity of the Clergy 
f °l 17 *. ftuxdd oppofe, and endeavour to trample upon, his 
Order. Accordingly he was vilified both by Secu- 
lars and Prelates ; who, difregarding St. Fronds'* 
Jdonitions, drew away his Followers : — But how, 
and why, will appear in the End/ 9 
Nor could the Devil be idle, where his Kingdom 
Ribaden. was at Stake j " butraifed up turbulent Spirits in 
P- 47*« the Univerfitiee, to oppofe the' Holy Orders of St. 
Dominic and St. Francis, and to write Books againf 
them" 

The pious Founder of the Jefuits met with the like 
Harraffings; and particularly, at the Ummerfity of 
Paris, could fcarce efcape a Whipping in the Public 
Ball. — Several Bijhops publifhcd Edids, forbidding 
either him or his to preach in their Diocefoi .and 
the finking black -Cloud of the Sorbonne burft upon 
them.— -And as few can bear a Cenfor of their Man' 
ners, the Minds of the Clergy were alienated from 
the Sotis.y, as intruding itfelf into their Fun&iens, 

ani 
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and of their own Will contriving to erect a Semi- 
nary, ungrateful and prejudicial to the Minifiry, and 
intercepting their Honours and Profits. 

But Ignatius and Company, by the facial Favour 
and Diredion of Heaven, were too cunning for them ; 
and by profeffing themfelves entirely at the Pope's 
Devotion, and his Standard-Bearers again/} Heretics, 
they gained their Ends, and obtained of Gregory 
XIII that Golden Bull, allowing the Religious among 
them, who were Priefis, to hear Cenfeffions, and 
even thofe not in Orders to preach wherever they 
p leafed. .Attend, while the Bull is fpeaking. " In Bullar. 
Virtue of the Privilege granted to your Society by Vol; 'J* 
Paul IH, that whoever of you is //, and deputed 
by the Reclor of the Society, may publicity preach 
the Word of God ; and thofe, who are Priefis, may 
hear the Confsffions of die Faithful of both Sexes y 
from which Time your Religious, who were fit to 
preach, though not initiated into Holy Orders, have 
preached here, and there, and every where: Yet, be- 
caufe an impertinent Doubt has arofe, whether the 
Privilege of Preaching comprehends thofe who are 
not ordained i We, in order to remove this Scruple* 
by the Authority of thefe Pre/ents, declare and de- 
cree, That every dne of you, though not promoted 
to Holy Orders, both had Power, and have Power, 
in Virtue of that Privilege, to exercife the Office 
of a Preacher: Strictly inhibiting all and lingular 
Ordinaries, and all others inverted with any Kind 
of Power, not to dare to hinder or moleft any one 
of you, upon any Pretence. With a Non obfiante 
to all ApofloHcalConfiitutions andOrdinations, decreed 
by General, or Provincial Councils" 

You may perhaps endeavour to. clear the Jefuitt 
of Usurpation, as acting by Papal Authority. The

Having mentioned the Irregularities of fome 
Methodifis at the Communkn ; I rauit in Juftict own, 
that the moft Part of them behaved very feriovfy 
and devoutly : Seme indeed carrying Matters to an 
Extreme, and into a Sort of Ecftajy ; fo as to be^ 
quite infenfible of the Minifler's Tender of the 
Bread and Wine, 'till fpoken to, or pulled by the 
Sleeve. Which I find tp be no uncommon Thing 
among the Popijb Entbufeafis. And we have authentic 
Prev. Ttjiimony concerning St. Alcantara, that he not only

Sorcerejes, when they communicate, have this Onflow* 
if they can do it without being obferved, to hide the 
Body of the Lord under their Tongue, inftead oifund* 
kwmg it i with a wicked Purpofe, and to reserve 
the Hsfi for kicked Ufa." Bat I drop the Com* 
pariftm any farther than as to the irreverent Fail \ 
and allure the Methodifts, that I would by no 
Means fo much as infatuate a Su/picien of their be* 
ing Witches, or Sorcerers, or employing the Bread 
to bad Ufa. 

Under this Head may not improperly be com* 
fidered their undutiful Behaviour to the Civil Powers* 
and even flying in the Face of the Bigheft Autbo* 
rity in tie Nation. One of Mr. Wefiefs Hearers 
was, it feems, prejfed for a Soldier: Upon which 
Mr* Wtftey breaks out into this hideous Outcry ;

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M Ye Learned in the Law, What becomes of 3 J°orn. 
Magna Charta, and of Englijh Liberty and Pro* "' 
perty ?

Paft we on to another Con/equence, in- 
deed natural Tendency, of Metbodi/m, and an Impe* 
diment in its Courfe 1 — their mutual Jeakufies and 
Emyings, their manifold Dbvifions, fierce and ran- 
corous Quarrels, and Accufatutns of one another of 
heinous Crimes.

— Impulfes, Imprefizons, fancied Infpiration and Reve- 
lations ; which, being made the Rule of Duty, will 
make them as confident in wrong Practice as in 
right) and prefumed upon, as certainly coming 
from Heaven, will of Courfe lead them into dan- 
gerous Errors of Judgment and Behaviour. -^ That 
Summit of Arrogance, a Claim of unjoining Pe*- 

fefiion, 
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fidien, and abfolute Freedom from Corruption'? 
which is the Privilege of our Redeemer alone ; and 
from which I may fafely affirm the Methodifts are 
at a wide Diftance : Whence thofe warm Heads, 
which in Imagination have attained it, or are juft 
laying hold of it, will arrive only to the moft En- 
thufiafHc Phrenfies ; and thofe of a lefs fanguine 
Spirit will be tempted to give over the Purfuit, 
become dejperate, or turn Libertines-.— 

To which may be added, — that the Followers, 
perfuaded that their Teachers fpeak from God, and 
are immediately fent upon bis Work, will find little 
Inclination to difpute any of their Doelrines, or 
haggle at their Examples, how immoral or unfcrip- 
tural foever. The Mountebank's Infallible Pre/crip- 
tions inuft be fwaliowed, whatever be the Confe- 
quence, though they die for it. Let us fee if there 
be no Danger. The Moravian Methodifts fland 
eonfejedly guilty, beyond all Meafure and Modefty, ~ 
ef trampling down Morality ; teaching Juftification 
by faith alone, not only to the Exclufion, but Con- 
demnation, of Good Works ; and Multitudes of the 
Wefleyans have been infedted with the Plague. 

Air. Wejley often accufeth the Moravians ** of 4 Joorn.- 
■fing Guile, and defending the Lawfulnefs of it ; \^° 9 ^ 
ef teaching, not to do temporal Good, nor to at- 
tempt doingjpiritual Good; — as not likely to come 
tt> any true Foundation ; — grounded on a Faith 
which is without Works ; — of faying, that good 
Works are the greaieft Hindrance of coming to 
Chrift ;-— and that, 'till thefe Works are laid afide, no 
Man can receive Faith" 

Among the Societies of Methodifts, he finds " a P.39 ; 4oi 
general Temptation prevail of leaving off good 
Works ; — the poor, confufed, mattered Society had

erred from the Faith; — a Woman ofDepefird, fent

But give me Leave 

to ihew your Ineonfifency in the Cafe ; and how 

often you have thrown cold Water upon the Duty 

of good Works ; and in Quantities fuffioent to 

damp your Followers Zeal for them $ by Sentiments 

and Expreffions of a ftrong Tendency to dehafe their 

Value, and difcourage the Performance.

[Obferve 4 J«>™-- 
by the Way, though this Myftic Divinity was once P * 
the Methodtfts Dodrine; yet, fays Mr. Wefley, « I 2 journ.

Writers to be one great Antichrift" So that the 
Methodifts, by their own Confeffion, were at firft a 
Part of the great Antichrift.']

Communion, Prayer, Scripture, flfc.J without 
trufiing in them 5 — and W a Man dodmcit trnfi m • 
them, why doth he do them ? Mr. Wejley only con- 
tends, 
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tends* that 'tis foffiUe to ufr them, without trufismg 4 J«"«* 
in them." And now, are not fuch diftaragjmg Ex- \J° ,tU 
freffions (not to truft in them in the baft, a «mtv 
FoffibiHty of nfing them without fegtog in them) a 
great Difeoaragement to the FraBice? The plain 
Truth is, we cannot truft in good Works* nor yet 
m Faith, sls the meritorious Csixdcoi our Jufttfcation 
and Salvation. ; The Sacrifice of Cbrifi alone is 
fuch: fiat we mnft fo far truft. in both, asthe««* 
r^fcrj Tims and Conditions, without which we can- 
not be faved. And when our Church aflerts oar 
being juJHfied or faved by jRh/6 «6xv, as diftin- 
guHhed from the Works of the Law, or mere moral 
Righteoufbds ;, it means fncb a Faith, as worketh* 
by Love; Faith including good Works, or in Cou- 
junBum with them. When St. /W like wife teach* 
eth Juftification by .Faith only, and not by Works; 
'tis manifeft that he means itoe Works of the Mofau 
Law*, and not the Works of moral Duties,* or virtu- 
ous Mions. " The Works of the Law are indeed ?*«&' 
fometimes named only Works* But the, whole r" ,g . 
Tenor of the Epifile, (to the Romans) and the Cot- 
ter/* always fliewa thofe W?rix to be die Works of 
the Mofau Law. Nay, thofe /TWi. are. not only 
dijiinguijbed from the Evangelical, which are called. 
good Works ; but they are expreftly offofed to them, 
as Wrong to Right; — as particularly, Epbef. ii. 
9. 1 o. Afar of Works, {thefe are the JiFW/ ^>i* Law] 
left any Man Jbould boaft. For we are created m 
Chrift Jefus unto Good Works.— [Thefe are the 
Works of the Gg0e/.]" I have this from Dr. Heyhu ; 
who adds,. " I have. judged it neceftary to take No* 
tice of an Error, which has been mifchievoufly 
Spread, and incautioufly admitted, that the Works of 
4b*L*m>, and food Works, are the fame."— 

What / : 
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What is otherwife Matter of Controversy, feems 
to me either wrangling about Words, or paving the* 
Way to dangerous Delufions. In the mean Time,, 
'tis fomething ftrange, (if among Methodifis and 
Papifts any thing can be ftrange) that, after fo many 
and unanfwerable Writings of onr Divines againft 
the Merit of good Work*, we fhould be charged 
with fetting too high a Value upon them ; and that 
the Methodifis, who; in Agreement with Papifts, 
talk of arriving at Perfection, and an unfenhing State, 
fhould fo undervalue and dijparagethem ; — unlefs 
they mean a Perfection deftitute of good Worku 

We might produce various Inftances of Enthufiafts 
among Papifts, &c. fuch as thofe Mendicant Fryers, 
die Fratricelli, the Alumbrado's or ltlumnati of 
Spain ; who were ftiff Maintained of Perfe8ion ; 
in which Situation they were above Ordinances 
of Church or State, above the Exercife of moral 
Virtues ; looked on natural Inclinations as indifferent 
Things ; and fo deemed unclean Mixtures as no Sins. 
*Tis to be hoped not many of our Methodifis will 
be carried to thefe Lengths. But they may be put 
Works, in Mind of Bifhop Stilling feet's Words ; " 'Tis an 
Vo |; l > eafy Way of Salvation, if no more were required 
to Men's Happinefs but a Fancy andftrong Opinion, 
which they will eafily call Believing. — Such as 
make no other Condition of the Go/pel hut Believing;, 
and will fcarce allow that to be called a Condition, 
ought to have a great Care to keep their Hearts 
founder than their Heads : For their only Security 
will lie in this, that they are good, though they fee 
no Neceffity of being fo. And fuch, of all others, f 
grant, have Reafon to acknowledge the Jrrefiftible 
Power of Divine Grace, which enables them to 
obey the Will of God againft tfie Dictates of their 

own* 
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own' Judgment*" There may be Reafon for feme 
fuch Caution ; when, befides the Peculiarities in the 
Methodifts Notion of Faith, they talk with foch 
Contempt of " your Workers, and good Liven ;" 
While they have good Hopes of Per/one of a profejfedly 
wicked and debauched Life. They have told us, 
" how apt the Devil is to drive Men into Ex- 
tremes ;" they know from Nature and Experience 
that one Extreme begets another ; and thence infer, 
that, one Time or other, immoderate Ftcioufnefs will 
rebound into their Enthufiaftic Madhe/s. 

To proceed: Without infilling, as an Encourage* 
ment to Sin, on Mr. Wejlef* Defcription of " the 4 J<"»rn. 
State of thofe who have Forgivenefs of Sins, but not p 35 '* ' 
a clean heart \ even a Heart defter ately wicked ; •— 
yet need not doubt, or fear ;"«— Let me infert here 
a pretty remarkable Paflage of his ; which, though 
perhaps not any Qbfiru&ieu to J&etbo&fm, is evi- 
dently fo to Religion, and a good Li fe : " I heard a jjoora. 
Sermon, wherein it was averted, that our Repen- P*7*>79« 
tance was not Sincere, but Feigned and Hypocri- 
tical, if, If we relapfcd into Sin foon after re- 
penting : Efpecially if, zdly, we did not avoid all 
Occafions of Sin ; or if, $dfy, we relaffed frequently ; 
and moil of all, if, t^tbly, our Hearts were hardened 
thereby." One would think this no bad Divinity ; 
But it feems not a Word of it is true. For he adds, 
" O what a Hypocrite have I been (if this be fo) 
for near Twice Ten Tears I But I knew it is not fo.'* 
He is at liberty to fpeak for himfelf; but, I ap- 
prehend, has no Authority to include every one ; 
notwithstanding his Poiitivenefs. " I know every 
one under the Law is even as I was. Every one, 
when he begins to fee his fallen State, and to feci 
the Wrath of God abiding on him, relajfesmo the 

Sin 
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Sin that moft cafily befets him, foon after repenting 
£.it. Sometimes he avoids, and at many other 
Times cannot perfuade himfelf to avoid the Occa- 
Jionsof it. Hence hisRelapfes are frequent, and 
of Conference his Heart is hardened more and 
»ore. And yet all this Time he is Sincerely driv- 
ing againft Sin.— Nor can he, with all his Sincerity, 
avoid any one of thefe/*«r Marks of Hypocrih-; 
'till being Jufiifiedby Faith, &c." 

Strange Account of the Progrefs into Methodifm, 
and its peculiar Notions of Faith, Sec. f — Strange 
Agreement and Confifency of toar/9 with relapfing 
fio*, relapfing frequently, not avoiding the Occafions 
of Sin, and with hardening the Heart more and more ; 
all without any Danger of Hyfoerifi ! Near Tvnce 
Ten Tears! (and Gad knows how many more our 
Cafuifmsy grant) A fair AUirwance for continuing in 
this Sincere, hardened State ! All necefary and una- 
voidable ! Thofe Gentle Qmfeffors the Jefuits could 
fcarce have granted Salvation upon eafier Terms. 
Have no Doubt or Fear, ye Methods, though for 
fuch a Length of Years ye have an evil and un- 
clean Heart. Remember your Teacher's Words, 
" Was there ever fo pleafing a Scheme />" Pleafing 
indeed, thus to be going into Perfeghn,. thus to be 
•Affured of Salvation! 

Hear again a mow particular btftance, with Re-

' ration, fays Mr. Wefley, no Fitnefs is required at the 
Time of Communicating, bat a Senfe~ of our State, 
of our utter Sinfulnefe and Helplefsnefs : Every one 
^ who knvws he is fit for Hell, being juft fit to come 
to Chrifi, in this and all other Ways of his Ap- 
pointment." What a pleafing, and yet how incom- 
parable a Comment is this upon, St. Paul '9 Direction- 

for 
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{or a Man to emmine bimfeif in order to receive 

worthily ; and not to receive unworthily, which is 
toting and drinking Damnation to bimfeif! But hold : 
.Let us Jher Mr. Wefley's Rea/bn agednfi any Prepara- 
tion: " Becaufe we come to his Table, .not to 
give him Any Thing, bat to receive whatever he 
pleafes to give." A moil excellent llluftration by 
flusfiricJ Churchman of the Words in our Commu.- 
mon-Service, * <# Herc we offer and prefint unto Thee, 
O Lord, omfelves, our Souk and Bodies, to be a 
reasonable, holy, and lively Sacrifice unto Thee ! " 

Surely this may juftly be compared with that Po- 
fijh Doclrine, that the Efficacy of the Sacrament it 
produced, as it were, by a Charm, ex Opere ope- 
sato, i. e. from the mere doing of the Work, with- 
out any Regard to the Fitnefs of the Receiver. It 
perfectly .accords with that of their bold Champion 
Gregory de Valcntia, who affirms, that " Contrition Vol. IV. 
„(a Sorrow for Sin proceeding from the Love of God) *• I5 $7« 
p not neceflary towards receiving the Benefit of the 
Sacraments, but rather hinders it ; and that it would 
■be abfurd to require it." — And that of Morintu, Dc Panic. 
" That the Excellence and Prerogative of the lib - *■ 
Evangelical Sacraments above the Legal fhin.es out no , 26. 
principally in this, that the Evangelical have de- 
livered us from the mofi grievous Yoke of Contrition 
and the Love of God." Oh ! How good a Thing 
is the Concord of Brethren ?

Being 4**9*4 he ptseenhed pnUkMo in De» 
fence of Plurality of Women, under the Name of 
Wives*, and, inftead of taking &taw to himJe£ 
hath in a Sbomelefs Manner /Vraftrf *»V Publifixd 
his Infamous Jufitficotionef Bigoniy: Whidi Tnw- 
^ (fuch is his Madefy) hedifperieth aboat, to my 
certain Knowledge, with his own Hand.— A Trea» 
tift, not patting in any Decent Plea for the Larwfid- 
mfi of having a Multiplicity of Women ; btttanda- 
cioufly Condemning the I>ofen dcrs of the Matri- 
monial ContraS between mm and me, as ** weak 
and wicked Men, Traytors to Cod, guilty of egre- 
gious Folly and Falihood, — of a Religious MaeV 
nefs, — the mofi horrible Daksfion that . the Devil and 
his Emifaries eon propagate?

But, 
when we confider their black Art pf Calumny, and 
various Kinds of Unchoritablenefs in a high Degree ; 
their exceffive Pride and Vanity ; their Scepticifms, 
Doubts, and DifbeUefs of God and Cbrift ; their dif 
orderly Pradicea, and Contempt of Authority ; their 
DMfions, Confufions, bitter Bnvyings, and invete- 
rate Broils among themfelves ; Coohufs, at leaft, 
for. good Works, and uncommon Warmth for 
fome very had, &c.-*Of thefe likewise there is no 
Want 

If we take Mr. Wefiefs own Account, it falls 
very (hort of any Covfiderable Reformation. He 
Farther owns " among them Sinners of every Kind ; and 
Appeal, the g rea t Stumbling-block by them that fay and do 
££*'' not. Such I take for granted, fays he, will be 
among us, altho' we purge them- ont as faft we 
can ; Peribns that talk much of Religion, that com- 
mend the Preachers, perhaps are diligent in beating 
them; read all their Books, and fing their Hymns -, 
and yet no Change* wrought in their Hearts. Were 
they of old Time as Lions in their Houfes ? They 
are the fame ML —Slothful, . intemperate, tricking 
or difhoneft, over-reaching or oppreffive r The 
Ethiopian hath not. changed his Skin. Were they 
(in high Life) delicate,, felf-indulgent, fond of 
Trifles, or their own dear Perfonsr The Leopard 
bath not changed her Spots. — Others, in whom 
there was a real Change. But.it was only for a 
Sea/on. They are now turned back, and are two- 
fold more the Children of Bill than before:' 

. .. • Whence 
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Whence we may infer, that our New Reformers 
have made but a flow and flight Progrefs in the 
tval Reformation of M***ers. We read, that " die Frine. 
Deuif, finding a certain Jefuit to have an Intimate *"jfc. 
Communication ivith God, endeavoured to ran/ his 
Zeal by throwing a Bucket rf Water upon his 
Head through the Roof of the Hoafe." But what- 
ever Occafion Seme of our Metbodifis Ardors andPe- 
culiaritiet niay have for Water, the Devil, I am 
perfuaded, will not be fond of bringing his Bucket ; 
9xA their Zeal Jbr good Works having no Need of a 
Cooler, he may fave himielf the Trouble. Tis 
well, upon the whole, if they are not rather 
Hinderers than Promoters of Morality and Virtue. 

Their Friend Madam Bourignon, who was en- 
gaged in fuch another Projetf, not only confeueth 
her frequent Relap/es into Sin ; but the little Good, 
or rather much Harm, all her Inftru&ions had done : 
" I exercifed myfelf about nine Tears in teaching Solid 
the Ignorant, without profiting any Thing in the Virtue, 
Salvation of their Soufe. On the Contrary, I had \' % \ 7 m %t 
the Diflatisfa&ion to hear fome of them fay, to 
whom I had ihewn the Cbrifiian Detinue and Vir- 
tues, That they could new do greater Evils, than 
they could do before ; becaufe new they could 
cover their WickedneiTes with feigned Virtues -, which 
they could not do before they learned to talk of 
Virtue;'

Life, Terefa fays, that in a €t particular Monafitty, the

* 255 * among other Favours to herfelf and Society, Was Ac 
perceiving the Per/on of Jefus Ckrifi in the Sacra- 
ment, fo as to perceive vifiblv his Corporal Prifimce j

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fo generally and ordinarily, that we found the 
BUged Sacrament never had wrought fuch an Effe& 
upon us in any Place, as here" 

We may fee in Mr. Wejle/s Writings, that he 
was once *Jiri& Churchman, has gradually relaxed, 
put on a more Catholic Spirit, tending at length to 
Reman Catholic. People of every Communion are 
among his Dijciples ; and he fomewhere rejects with 
Indignation any Defign to convert others from any 
Co m mun i on j and confequently not from Popery. Ob 
the Contrary, we find no fmaH Tendency to it. For 
Inftance, By Praying fir the Dead. — In his Prayers 
fir every Day of the Week, we have thefe Words, 
" Laftly, I commend to thy Mercy the Souls of all 
that departed this Life in thy true Faith and Fear." 
This Doctrine, 'tis true, is 6i pretty early Anti- 
quity : (I think Tertullian, a Montanifi, is the firft 
that mentions it :) But it was not made an Article 
of Faith 'till the nevj Papiflical Creed was invented. 
And Mr. Wefley (who tell us that " fome Fop- Plain 
peries of the Roman Church were in fome Meafuife Account, 
countenanced by > /htiqnity *) ihould have never *"* '*' 
countenanced a Doctrine which is the Foundation 
of Purgatory ; whtcji has introduced Idolatry, and 
from praying^ the Dead brought Bigots to pray 
to them. He ihould not propagate one of the 
Favourite Manehefter-Do&rines of Mr. Deacon, lead- 
. ing Men certainly into JacoUttfnt, oub probably into 
Popery. He ihould not teach People a Doctrine, 
which has no Manner of Foundation in Holy Scrfy- 
ture ; void of Precept and Example from the Ora~ 
cles of God. Especially as he is fo ready to appeal, 
at other Times, " to /he Law, and to the Tefti- Anf. to 
mony ;" — and has declared again and again, that £**"£ 
the Word of God is his only Rule :

Hence Men and Women loft all doe Re- 
fpe& for their Proper Pa/krs; and /going to one df 
thefe Rambling Ftyars, whom perhaps they might 
never fee more, confefled all to them without 
Shame or Biufhing.. By thefe Means Sin more co-

Another 
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Another tendency to Popery appears, by the Na- 
tion of a Single Drop of Chrijfs Blood being ja Suffi- 
cient Atonement fir the Sins of the whole World. 
For, however piour this may feem, 'tis abfolutely 
Falfe, and PapiflieaL Falfe, and betraying a Fun- 
damental Ignorance of our Redemption ; becanfe it 
was the Sacrifice of the Death of Cbrift that pro- 
cured our Remiffion and- Atonement. And Pd- 
pifiical \ being broached by a Pope, and for a wick- 
ed Purpo/e: Mr. Wefiey tells of a Methodrft, who 
3 Jouro. " knew, and vrzsfure, that, if he had all the Silts

trine comes from Pope Clement VI, in order to fill 
his Magazines with Pardons and Indigencies. We 
have the whole in the Papal Canon Law: . Extraa* 

Unigenitus. " The Son of 
God, though a moderate Drop of his Blood wooM 
have Aifficed for the Redemption of all Mankind, 
yet ftied the whole. That therefore the Remainder 
of his Blood [all above that Drop] might not be 
unprofitable, vain and fuperfluous, it was left as a 
Treafure to the Church. — Which Treajure Cbrift did 
not hide in a Napkin, or in a* Field % hot committed it 
to St. Peter the Key-keeper of Heaven -, and to his 
Snecejors ChriJPs Vicars on Earth, to be dnpofed of 
for the Remiffim of Sins.

Treafurt the Merits of the Plefed Mother of God, 
and of> all the Ek& % from the firftjuft Man to the 
laft, are known to make a confiderable Addition"

And he tyld <ne, $hat ; my 
fy*W/fhould he to turmoiled, that Iftpuld be in 
danger of lofing my Wits ; and that my 2faa« was 
already cracked. Being unexperienced in Spiritual 
Combats, I was fordy beaten by this fierce Battail* 
and grew wonderftUy weak and oppreffed^ \ was 
deprived of my Senfes, and brought to the Door of 
Dejpair; and perceived that God was gone a while 
from me. , In the Midft of this great Defolatian aad 
Objcurity, a Beam of Light (hone upon me; and 
my Tribulations were recompensed with Plenty of 
Confolations, Joy, and Peace. And Thou, O Lord^ 
didft reveal, by an ipexplicgbl* Manner, the dear 
and perfeft Sight, and ajfitred Knowledge, of thy 
only true Religion, with abfolute Certainty. The next 
Morning I went to an old infamous Pre/be, called 
Wnygate, which was cepmmonly filled with Prions \ 
whe*e I met with a Prieft, to whom I made G>*+ 
fijhn^ and was reconciled to the Holy Church. Then* 
following the Motions of divine Injpiration, J pro- 
pofed to retire to fome Monaftery. This was not 
without great Contrariety and Perplexity of Spirit. 
But the Lor4 called nu with fo clear, manifeft, and 
loud a Voice, thai J could not refift the Call. In 

which 
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which R&vijbment and AfhnationofSenfi, t was out 
of my/elf and tra*Jported into God. 

I haxf "before reformed with myfeff to become a 
Rtlighms, of the Order of St. Francis ; but was in 
great Dbubt whether I fhould take the Habit of 
die CorMm or the Capuchins. At length filch Vi- 
gour and Fbrce of Spirit was given td me, that I 
refolved to become a Capuchin ; and injlanrly I had 
an Inspiration^ which faid to me, ' Lo I now all 
iktPtfion h accomplimed.' VortYaxftjion (hewed me 
all mundane Vanities pail ; and the /&£/'// *»</ Holi- 
neffes of the Frami/cans, particularly of the Capuchins. 
So I took the Habit \ and others, by my Example 
andCounfiiy did the fame." 

Thus much Father Bemtet fays himfelf. What 
follows is from the Writer of his Life. 

'* From the Inftant of his Converfion, he was a 
Coal all on Fire, glowing with Zeal ; — He had fo 
itutny Ftfens, Revelations, and Lights of the Spirit, 
towards obfetving the kales of St. Francis ; and 
God infpired him fo manifeftfy, that he could not ad- 
mit of any Doubt. One Day a glorious Angel ap- 
peared to him, encompaflfed with Light, and with 
a Book in bis Hand; which the Angel opened, and 
turned over tbt Leaves for him, diredUng him to a . 
Place, where it was God's Witt that he Jbould be a 
Capuchin. [Mr. Whitefield Teems to' have been more 
honoured; when u die Lord him/elf gave him a Text, 7 jou ra , 
and directed him to a Method, as he was going up F. W- 
the Pulpit-Stairs"] 

The Devil was folly employed in felling Gins 
for him ; omitting no Tenration, outward or in- 
ward ; pre/aging that the Saint <too*t£ overthrow his 
Kingdom, if he were foffcred ttJ jferfeVere ; and 
appeared to him ftmretfme* iff a religious, fbmetimes 
i in 



jn a dreadful Form, The Fifiorn which lie had jq 
the Beginning grew more common and fearful 
grievous to the Apprehenfion. Our Lord made him 
fee and £*or all the Torments and Fains of Hell-, tb$ 
horrible Cries of the Dennis, and Blafphemu winch 
they yelp forth, their defpair, and Stench of their 
Dungeons : which made him terribly roar, to the 
Aflonifhment of all the Religious" [ I have had 
the Honour to hear Mr. Whitefield roar out in the 
fame Manner, upon feeing fuch a Vtfion of Hell, in 
the Midft of his Preachment.] 

Thefe and other firange Accidents made the 
Fathers fufpeft fome Ilk/ton of the Dew/} but 
upon Trial, he appeared to go upon the fame Foun- 
dation with Saint Francis, when he efiahlijhed his 
Rule. 

His Rafts and Ecftafies threw him into fuch a 
Diforder that they had recourfe to Phyficians. The 
Phyficians, who feldom have recourfe to God, when 
they can find any Relief in Nature, applied Pigeons _ 
to him ; pricked his Legs and Thighs with great 
Pins ; but they could difcern no Motion or Senfe in 
him. At length, after he had been out of himfelf 
for t\vo Days, he came to himfelf again ; and was 
{q pofieJTed with Joy and Jubilation, that though 
he was all Humility* he was forced to make out- 
ward. Shew of it. 

Notwithftanding this, to Jhut the Gate of Vanity, 
which creepeth in infenfibly like a Serpent, they 
did humble him by all Sorts of Inventions ; told 
him he was- unprofitable, and talked of taking the 
Habit from him. But he had a Revelation againft . 
that. For having once untied the Cord where- 
with he was girded, the bleffed Virgin appeared, 
took his Girdle, put it on again, and ajjured him, 

that 
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that he fhould perfevorc a Child of St. Francis" 
[No Wonder then, that Mr. We/ley fhould be in 
iuch a Fright, that " God would drop him, and 3 Joan*. 
lay him ajide ;" or that his " Brother Charles fhould P' ^°- 
actually leave off Preaching, and become 2: JIM p^— ^ 
\ Brother \ 'till, in Verification of Mr. J. We/leys 
Prophecy ' that he fhould ra*/£ him/elf like Sampfon, 
and he avenged on his Enemies,'— -he once more be- 
came a Friar Predicant"] " After this, there was 
icarce an Hour and a Half out of four and twenty, 
•when he felt not himfelf drawn by divine Tracts 
into a Union t and Transformation into J-efus Chrif ; 
••which left violent Impreffions, Pains, and Dolours on 
his Body and Soul. But the Pleafure he took in them, 1 

was an infallible Argument, that fuch Attractions 
■fwere truely from God, and not lllufions of Satan, 

Befides thefe, he laboured under painful Difeafes 
for twelve Tears ; for all which he rejoiced ex- 
ceedingly : Becaufe .nothing makes us return fo 
foon, as a Snail within his Shell, as when God 
cometh to finite the Horn of our Prefumption and Arro- 
gancy. 

God .only -knoweth how. many religious Men and 
Women have, by the Sublimity of his Doclrine, been 
exalted to the high State of Perfedion. But his 
more particular Defign was the Converfion of Here* 
tics, efpecially the Proteftants in his own Country. 
Fx>r which Reafon, after various Peregrinations, he 
returned to England, and underwent grievous Per- 
fecutions. But yet he exhorted the Catholics to live 
as Lambs among Wolves. He was taKen up, and 
examined by Sir Fr. Walfingham, Chief Secretary of 
State, a Man .moil obftinate and ftifF in his falfe 
Religion ; who committed him to the Tower ; 
whence he was fent Prifiner to the Cafik of Wif- 
Vol. I. Y * hitch. 
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Tfheh. In his Way through Cambridge, fee was led 
through all the Streets, as a frange, nonftrous 
Spedack; and followed with odious Shouts, and 
dcfpiteful Reproaches. 

While he was at JVi/bitch, many Proliant Mi- 
nifiers came to difpute wkh him ; -but departed from 
hhn with thtir envn Shane. Among Other Genfi- 
rences, he had a remarkable one with the pretended 
Bijbcp of Ely, who was named Dr. Eaton ; which 
he fo well managed, that the Catholics thought it 
was God's Spirit which fpake within him, to the 
THfbtmour and Ctnfufion of the Bijhep, and his Ad- 
herents. — After three Years Imfrijonment, Father 
Rennet nvas ham/bed into France. 

Being ill of a Fe*tw f God cured him by a Miracle. 
For he felt a certain Stveetnefs, and a certain Veiee 
ujfured him, * that he fitould receive a perfeQ Re* 
medy on the Feafi of the Seraphic St. Francis* Ac- 
cordingly on that Day the Voice faid, * Go, and 
fing confidently, for thou art now wholly cured of 
thy Difeafe.* 

. He inflicted a Judgment too on a Man who -drew 
his Son by Force out of the Monaftery. For upon 
his threatening the Man with Punimment for this 
enormous Crime, behold a Thing very ftrange, and 
worthy of Mark ! At that very Time Sentence was. 
given hi Heaven ; and was fhortly after pot in Ex* 
ecutien ; the Man feU Jb&, and Med, to ratify the 
true Prediction of this good Father. 

If I mould fpeak as is meet of his (trait Union 
with God, the Force, Perfection, and Continuance 
of it, I Should fay, that his nLhole Life, fince he 
became a Capuchin, was a continued Rapt, and Ec* 
Jlafy i which made him become engulfed in the 
Knowledge of the Cuator ; m xhe illuminated Life, 

and 
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aJfurtdWay %f PerfccTb*. After bis Ecflafiet* 
who can prefume to fay this was natural* and that 
they were nothing elfc but Swooning* f — -In his laft 
Sicknefs, God revealed to him the Time, Day and 
Hour of his Death. And before he died, the Re- 
ligious about him conje&ured that he Java fome- 
thing, and that the Devil was now attempting to 
wound him. But foon after, the hleffed Father faid, 
it fuffceth ; which made them believe the Mentation 
was pad, and the Enemy vanquished." 

So much for Father Bennet. And who would 
not believe, were there any Truth in Tranfmi- 
gration, that his Soul fajfed into Mr. Wejley t

called Sifter Clare of Jcfus." — Lond. 1692* 

Some Years ago I tranfcribed a few PafTages 
hence, from mere Curiofity, and without any 
Thoughts of Methodifm. Had I now the Book, an 
exa&er Compari/on might be drawn. The Extracl 
t then made was as follows. 

•* She was bred a Proteftant, but co nv erte d by 
a Jtfuit to Popery. — She refolved on a rigorous 
Courfe of Life, to break off all Commerce with 
Creatures, and receive no worldly Satisfaction.— -She 
receives the Habit at Liege; — is particularly devoted 
to John Baptift, St. Aufiin, Mary Magdalen, and 
St. Terefa j for whom, when a Proteftant, fhe had a 
f articular Efeem, from reaMng her Life, — She fees a 
Stream of glaring Light come from the blejfed Sa- 
erament towards her. She taftes the Sweetnefs of 
Union with God. — During the Contagion of the 
Plague* the Jbbefi infures her Safety, and that of 

all 
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all the reft ; * Good Sifter, be not afraid ; none 
of my Religions fhall take any Harm from this Ih- 
feiiion? For our blejfed'Lacfy had appeared to the 
Abbefs, with all her Religious under her Mantle ; af- 
furing her, that fhe would preferve them from the 
Flague. [Mr. Weflefs Society fafe in a like Cafe. 
4 journal, P. 56, 61.] 

Hearing a Sermon on, * I am black, but comely, 
the Abbefi told her, * You alfo, Sifter Clare, znuft black 
yourfelf:* Upon which fhe went into the Kitchen,' 
and blacked her Face and Hands all over 'with Soot ; 
which caufed fome Diverfon among the Nuns. — „ 
She had many Vifits from her beloved fefits, — re- 
ceived the Gift of Infpiration, and burned in the 
.Fire of divine Love. — However, (he felt great De* 
fetation, Drynefs, and Darknefs, not to be exprefed. 
By the purgative and illuminating Way, fhe attains to 
the Unitize ; and by a perfe3 Annihilation of her- 
&\f, comes to a Kind of Deiformity^ — She fays, 
Cod requires nothing, but that we believe, be forty, 
and befaved; — that we muft be very fincere to 
our Confeffor, telling him even our pajftng Thoughts. 
God (cems to withdraw hixnfelf from her, with all 
interior Comforts and Feelings of his Prefence ; and 
fhe thinks herfelf totally abandoned. She begs Aid 
of St, Bruno and St. Terefa j but requeft's of Chrift 
to take her for his Spoufe, or at leaft for his Hand- 
• maid. — Was confirmed in her Opinion that God 
had forfaken her, becaufe fhe was deluded in two 
Points, which Ihe thought God had revealed to her; 
— that £he fhould die of that Ulnefs ; and die before 
her Brother Clare. — She was in continual ConvuU 
fans of Doubts and Fears, notwithftanding all the 
Gufts and Comforts her Soul tafted from her Hea- 
venly Spoufe 1 and fhe feemed perfectly forfaken by

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U m ife her loft Sicknofi. — But her Countenance 
after Death retained an Angelical Svjeetnefi; and 
btr Body filkd the G&m* with » wonderful iV- 
/a**." 

|No. 5.) Tranfcribed from the " Life of 
her Sifter in Law, called Sifter Mary Clare/' 
Printed with the farmer. 

u She was converted alfo to* Popery, »d thef 
mfi perfed State .—Was fogoedt that (he never lo* 
her Baptifinal Vow by any *»**/ &*. — In her 
Prayer, for feveral Years^ ihe never found any^i- 
ritual or fenfibte Gufi j but continual Aridity and 
Deflation ; — Jn a profound Defilatim, and *« £4^

But yet ihe has many Inflations from Ges/.— She 
always hears the xtxyfirft Stroke of the Bell, calling, 
her up to Matins, by the Help of an Angel. — She 
annihilates hetfelf before her Crucifix, and adenoww 
tedgetb the Mgf* <f her «m» Notbksgnefr* — She 

piayeth,, 
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prayeth, l O my fiweet J ejus, let me repofe upoa 
thy /acred Breafi, and fetch my Health out of thy 
moll bleffed Heart? — Even in her laft Moments (he 
fays, that fhe was totally void of allftnfible Cen/bla- 
tion and Devotion ; but rejoiced to fee herfelf in this 
Aridity, quite parched, and dried up, and become 
a living Holocauft to the divine Fire of Love, without 
the haft Drop of Comfort, — Her. Prayer was very ex- 
traordinary and intenfe, and privileged with afuper- 
natural Su/penfion above the Reach of Sen/e.-— She is 
in a Calm, amidft the Storms, which Defertions, Oil* 
fcurities 9 Aridities, and Deflations that furroumki 
her, endeavoured to rai/e. — God*** divine Imfreffions, 
and Operations of the- Spirit, were fo- very fecret, that 
her Condition was unknown even to herfelf For 
while y£* enjoyed God; by 2l fecret, but infenfible Union, 
fhe thought fhe did nothing but kneel like a Stock, 
er a Stone, And though God permitted her not to fee 
what fie did, anfr fhe was totally infenfible of what 
patted between God and her Soul, — yet fhe had fifth 
n fecret Impulfe, — Though fhe thought God had for- 
foken her, at t\it fame-Time fhe enjoyed her Beloved, 
whom fhe thought fhe had loft : He hindering her 
from having any Senfe of this Union, and receiving 
any Comfort in it ; as he hindered his Humanity in 
the Garden from the Beatific Vifion, while his Soul 
was exceeding forrowfuL — Her Corpfe- retained a 
fmiling Countenance after her Departure and* expreffed 
her Joy."

Capacity, melancholy 
Temper, and entbufiaftic Turn, are made a Prey to 
crafty Seducers : and that the taking a Jpiritual De* 
kght in reading the Legends of tfa Sasntsy and other

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Popijh Books (recommended by Metbodifi-Teacbers ib ! 
Troieftants) — is being half Way over Sea already. 
And what^W Perfin can, without fome Degree of 
Indignation, fee the Weaknefs and Misfortunes of hu- 
man Nature made a 1 Handle for Seducement? How 
dextroufly doth an Angel convey an AJfurance from. 
Heaven through a Chink in the Wall? — As eafiljr 
as a Metbodiji-Teacber can through a Crack in the 
Brain. Who will not obferve from what Model our 
nenv Difpenfation is taken ! " Through the Wilder- 
nefs-State of Doubts and Fears ; a Coldnefs, and 
fenfelefs, unaffefted Heart, even at the Holy Com- 
munion ; Horrors, Drynefs, Defolation ; — through 
Intervals of Light and Darknefs ; — into lmpref- 
fints, Feelings, Ivfpirations, Communications vj'ttb 
God, Perfection, Deiformity, and Union." Hence 
hath been learned " the Benefit and fycejity of 
Spiritual Defertion and Defpair', — the driving Peo- 
ple, by proper Management, out of their Sen/es, arid 
then telling them, that in that very Moment the Lord 
jefus enters into their Souls." — If a Methodift die, 
" Never did I fee fuch a fine Corpfe," fays Mr. 
Wefley:" " Our Lord comes and perfumes her 
Grave," fays Mr. Wbitefield.

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" About tnetht Pridb were concerned in tins 
AfaJr i all under the DireQion of Weflon, «&z/ 
Edmunds, the Jefnit. They published in 1585, or 
1 {86, a itoai y Miracles, containing man j won^ 
derful Things dene by Virtue of Exordfms, &*» 
whereby they gained a great Number of Pr&felytesi 
and wherein we fee the fulleft Proof of their tying. 
Wonders, and counterfeit Zeal. 

For a particular Inftance, they chofc the Houfe 
of a trufy friend, whofe Houfe they kid was 
haunted: And he having three Servants that were 
froteftants, upon thefe they were to try their Skill. 
Accordingly the wicked Spirits made a horrid Rac- 
ket*, blew out the Candles, except fuch as wem 
hallowed; turning every Thing upfide-aotum; amt 
making even the Trie/is fume and flweat.

Eafe the poor Devil of 
kit Pain: 9 M The facred Stole is wrapped about 
the Neck of another Poffe£ed\ which- f* dofe- 
ly begirt the Devil, that he flared, fumed, and 
foamed, as if he had been mad. — They told them 
ftrange Stories of the Fits of other pejefed Perfone,. 
what Words they JPaie, and what Sights they 
J*w : How the hlefed Firgin, with a Train of 
eelefial Ladies^ came down to grace the mraenkua

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Cures. Which made the 'wife Spectators cry our> 
Oh ! the Catholic Faith ! Oh ! fenfelefs Heretics. 

By fuch Means having ajlonijled and convinced 
the Servants ; the firft Thing they order them to do 
is, to renounce their heretical Religion, be recon- 
ciled to the Pope, and folemnly engage never to 
leave Popery. And they are rebaptized, with all 
Che ridicukus Ceremonies of Puffy Crofs-Fuff, lm- 
puff, and Expuff\ with the Application of Salt, 
Spittle, and Oil, to their Lips, Nofe, Eyes, and 
Ears, &V. Then they are difpojjbffed in this Manner- , 
The Party is tied down in the holy Chair, [Mr. 
Wejteys PofTefied are commonly held by four or 
five flrong Perfons] and drenched with holy Po- 
tions of Sack, Oil, and Rue, &c. They forced 
the Maid to drink largely of this noifome Potion \. 
perfuading her, that it was the Devil within her 
that detefiedit, not her. Hereupon fhc grows Jtck 9 
giddy, and falls into cold Sweats: Then \% fumi- 
gated with Feathers, Brimftone, and other Stinks* 
in a Chafingdifb of Coats \ and her Face held 
dofe to it, 'till as black, as a Chimney-Sweeper* 
Hence Reachings, . Struggfings, Discxinefs, Swoon- 
ings, almofl Lofs of Senfes, babbling Nonjen/e, raving 
Fits, Exclamations that all the Devils in Hell wer$ 
in her. — They put Things, as little Knives, in her 
Mouth ; flick Pins in her Flefh. — In general, the 
Parties, by fuch Management, tumble, wallow, 
foam, howl, roll their Eyes, and gnafh their Tutti j 
are in Trances, fee Vifions, Sec. When they are 
thus fitted for the good Purpofe, the Devil in them 
rnuft be found, and diflodged: He is hunted from 
Place to Place, Toe, Foot, Leg, Thigh, Hands, 
the moft nafty and fecret Parts ; and the hofy Relics 
mull be applied there. 

If 
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If the Devil be obfiinate, they muft chafe, brut* 
hurn him, and make him roar : The PrieJTs very 
Gloves, Stockings, Girdle, Shirt, can fearch and 
roafi the Devi/. But the beft Exorcifms are Jbcfy 
Water, Potions, hallowed Candles, Brimjione, &c. 
which will varioufly torment him ; efpecially if they 
add whipping. One of the Patients confefled that 
' me did not know how it fared with the Devil i 
but was fure Jhe was all black and blue, felt griev- 
ous Pain, and was almoft killed.'' 

The common Signs and Marks of a Poffejfion 
were, UnwiJlingnefs to fign them with a Crofs ; nor 
to bear the Application of Relics, nor the Gcfpel in 
their Cajket, nor the Words Ave Mary, nor Catho- 
lic Church, nor Prefence of the Priefi. [The like 
4 Joorn. Signs are in Mr. Wefeys Pojfejfed. " Trembling 
I.94— <• # the Name ofjefus *— crying out, ' field- Preacher I 
field- Preacher I I do not like Field- Preaching: Thi* 
repeated for two Hours together, with Spitting, and 
all the Exprefiions of firong Averfion* — By Prayer 
her Pangs increa/e* — She could not bear to hear us 
tray, &c."] 

At lenjph however, by the Force of their Ex» 

crcijms, they extorted Truth from the Devils, who> 

confefled their Infitfficiency to withftand them. By 

this Command over Devils they procured Reverence 

to them/elves. — Sometimes the Devil cannot be 

expelled, in the Name of the Trinity, by Virtue 

of the Sacrament, and the like ; but by the Power 

of the holy Priefthood away he flies. Such is the 

3 Jem. Dignity of their Office, [ Thus " one of Mr* Wejleyi 

f. S-$. Pojfejfed owned* that Church, Sacrament, Scripture, 

Prayer, profited nothing; — but upon Mr. Wefeys 

V. ^3. fraying* he (aid, ' Now I know God loveth me. 

•- Now I know thou art* a Prophet of the Lord. — 

Ay, 
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Ay, this is he, who I 4aid was ft Deafarer™~+ 
u The Devi f is forced to let a Woman, whom he $ Jaw* 
ffiffeffed, be quiet while Mr. Weflty was there. He *" 86 * 
had promifed her fo \ and kept his Word."— 

Their Way of attacking Proteftants was this : 
* Their "Hearts bleed for Sorrow, in feeing poor 
Creatures in this woful Plight; they burn with 
Bowels of Commiferation ; they will lay down 
their Lives to do them good, and deliver them 
from Satan* [A Methodifi could not have fpoke 
more religiottfly.'] 

They played their Artillery chiefly on young 
Boys and Girls of fifteen or feventeen j — upon 
Perfons of a melancholy Temper ; hypochondriac, by- 
fierUy or epileptic People ; and any Way diftempered, 
in Mind or Body. 

Any Thing is fwallowed by thefe. Devils in the 
Shape of Cats, with Saucer -eyes, and as big as a 
Maftiff, run upon their Heads, or under their 
Coats. The Devil comes in the Form of Wind, 
blows out the Candle, or blows the AJhes about the

The Devil to be expelled muft go out in fome 
vijible Form ; and for Proof of his Departure, muft 
make a Hole in the Window, or blow out the 
Candle ; get out of the Pojfejfeds Ear in the Shape 
df a Moufe \ his Voice be heard by the Cook, as 
he fkipped over the Larder; or vaniih up the 
Chimney m the "Shape of Smoke : And, to (hew 
what a Fright he was in, muft leave an unfavoury 

&mell. 

For better Confirmation, they relate divers Mira- 
cles, and jhew others. The Priefi's facred Hand},

fttmmb, or Finger, having been anointed with the 
holy Oil, Jbine forth as a Fire, or the Sun. —The 
Holy Sacrament appears fo bright \ that it cannot be 
looked upon. — The Prieft can tell who hath been 
ax Mafs by the Smell. — Sarah Williams is made to 
confefs, that the Devil made her drop her Beads, and 
unwilling to adore the blejfed Hoft. She lay paft all 
Senfe in a Trance, utterly bereaved of all her Senfes 
at once. The Prieft no fooner came near her, but fhe 
difcerns who he is by the SmelL — William Traffbrd 
had a Devil in him, that rebounded at the Dint of 
the PrieJTs Brtatb ; unable to ftand it. 

The Book ofMiracks, Accounts of Vifans, Exor- 
cifms, and Numbers of Converts, made- a great 
Noife ; and put Perfons in Authority upon making 
Inquiry. They feized fpme of the Perfons concern- 
ed, Agents and Patients, who, upon Examination, 
made Confejpon upon Oath of all that hath been faid, 
and much more. 

They feverally witnefled, * that they were fednced, 
and engaged to acl their re/pe&iye Parts in the 1m- 
pofture, by Flattery, Fear, loathjome Potions, and Fu- 
migations ; by Oaths and Vcvjs of Adherence \ by the 
Bond of violated Chaftity : — That the Prieft s told 
them they would be burned for Heretics, if they 
cenfejfed any Thing, and would go the Devil '; 
with Promifes of Favour, Power, and Money, if 
they proved faithful. 

They owned, that in their Exorafins .they woul4 
fay any Thing to fleafe. the Prieft ; would pretend 
fometiraes to be in Trances, and have Vifions of Pur- 
gatory, of Chrift, and the Virgin, &c. and there- 
by they would fometimes avoid their intolerable, 
linking Fumigations and Drinks. When tjiey com- 
plained of Tortures in their Exorafms, the Prieft

told them it was the Devil that put them to Co mock 
Pain, and ill Ufage ; and that what they faid was 
not from tbemjeives\ but the Devil in them. — After 
being exorafed, they were perfiiaded to declare 
that they fometimes tfpoke in Greek, or Latin; of 
which they never (aid, nor knew a Word. — They 
were to manageable, that the Priefl would pot hi 
Finger into one of their Mouths, in the moft rawing 
Pqfeffion, bidding him bite it, if he could ; but 
the ZV**/ acknowledged be dared not bite it, betaufo 
it bad tombed the Lord. The Priefts were very c au~ 
Horn in keeping away Perfons of Senfe, as Infidels 
and Incrtdulom j and did not like f«ri*w Beholders t 
**d AJkm of impertinent Qtxfiions i who, they faid, 
would binder the Effed of the Operation. 

They witnefled, that divers Attempts were made 
agamjft the Cbmftiy of the Maidens: —That one of 
the Priefts endeavoured to fidtsce Sarah Williams ; 
who therefore could not bear bis Company * but he 
tells her,. ' it is notjbe, but the Devil, who did not 
like him.* And it was the Drvilth&t tempted her, 
«r any of the Maids, to by, they were with Child 
by the Priefts. When (he had got a S<weetheart\ 
and intended to leave them* they declared, that 
4 the Devil had been fo bufy with her, had fo 
ferreted and torn the Part, that, whoever married 
her, ihe would never have a Child? — All of them 
kad their darling Women and Miftrejis. 

Befides thefe private Comforts, they had that 
tf making Converts} and one of the Priefts depo- 
feth, upon hi* Confeiena, that the Number of 
Convert* could not be lefe than Five Hundred in 
Hatf* Tear; induced by their Miratles, and Com- 
mand over Devils. All thefe were to be ready at 
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the Call, to deftroy the Queen, Government, atat 
Proteftant Religion. 

To this End, the Devils were fometimes made 
to give out of the Mouths of the Poffeffed, that 
they were going to ring for the Queen ; —that they 
muft go to Court, where all were their Friends ': — 
That they were obliged to attend a Proteflanfs 
Funeral, in order to carry him to Hell. And 
they raifed fuch a Storm at the Man's Funeral, 
that his good Wife, rather than go to the fame 
Place, was fbon perfuaded to turn Catholic. 

Another Ufe they made of Miracle*; which 
was to give Authority to their peculiar Do&rines; 
as Purgatory, Tranjubftantiation, the Immaculate 
Conception ; to Equivocation, the Depafing-DoSrine, 
Affaffination, Stabbing, &c. — And likewife to 
gain Credit to a new Saint, or Relic; fuch as 
Sherwin, Bryan, Coltam, and efpecially Father 
Campion ; whofe Girdle, which he wore when he 
went to Tyburn,, was fo effectual in cafting out 
Devils. 

Some of thefe Examinants fay, that the Priejh 
intended to have carried them off, ' before they 
were apprehended; but were difappoihted. They 
inftru&ed them however to lye, for/wear, fay or 
do any Thing; all being lawful for the Sake of 
the Church ; and becaufe they fhould not be called 
before lawful Powers, or competent Judges 9 as be- 
ing Heretics. % 

They own too, that the Influence of the Priejh 
over their Converts was fo ftrong and bewitching, 
that it was with the utmoft Difficulty they were 
brought to difcover any Thing, although they 
knew all to be a Cheat. 
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In Confirmation of all this, one of their &m 
Priefts, (who was taken) Anthony Tyrrel, declared 
upon Oath, and wrote his Confeffien with hi» 
own Hand ; * That the Pope, King of Spain, 
and" Duke of Gui/e, were then thought to have 
a Deiigii of invading England \ which was to 
be farthered by the Priefts in England, under 
the Direction of Edmunds, the Provincial of the 
Jefuits ; who faid, that his Exorcifins would make 
the Devils themfeJves confefs, that their King- 
dom was near at an End. — As touching, . fays 
he, the Difpoffejfions of the Parties, their Fits, 
Trances, and Vifims, divers Difcourfu were pen- 
ned ; among which I myfelf (Tyrrel) did pen 
one. — We that were Priefts were thereby great- 
ly magnified by Catholics, Schifmatics, and weak 
Proteftantsi and there was fcarce any Thing, 
I am perfuaded, that we could not have wrought 
upon our Converts to attempt— And I am fully 
perfuaded, that the other Examinants have de- 
pofed the Truth in the Points belonging to their 
Poffejfion and Difpofefflon: 

In fliort, Tyrrel discovered the whole My fiery, 
and fhewed how eajy it was to impofe upon young 
and weak People. 

Some of the Criminals fled ; fome were taken ;. 
and Ballard, Babington, and others, were exe- 
cuted." 

And (hall " we not yet ctifcern, what Sort of 
Lambs live among us Wolves? Shall we never ~ 
be upon our Guard againft pretended Miracles, 
Exorcifins, and Cheats? Againft any fpecious Im- 
poftor, carrying a Pope in his Belly ?
